(a) thestay ofan officialatstationsinthecategories “B' and 'C'formore than 
the prescribed time-limit of four and three years, respectively, would not 
confer upon him/her the right for transfer to a relatively higher category. 

Staff working at stations of category ‘C’ should be considered for transfer to a 
better station only if their service record during the stay at these stations, has been clean 
and working efficient for at least two years. 


(b) "The above time-limit will not apply in the case of Principals, Head Masters/ 
Head Mistresses for their stay at stations of different categories. 


(c) In the case of Principals, Head Masters and Head Mistresses at Amritsar, 
Chandigarh, Jullundur, Ludhiana, Patiala and Simla the maximum stay, 
at a time, would not exceed five years. However, this rule is not to work 
very rigidly and is to be relaxed in special cases. There should not be 
any particular discrimination in favour of these stations and transfers 
from there should be determined by exigencies of service and other con- 
en besides the over-all performance of the incumbents at these 

ces. 

(d) During the previous years certain men teachers were transferred to accom- 
modate women teachers, They could not be posted at the stations of 

ee their choice. Inallthese cases the condition of three years’ stay ata station 
before transfer, is not to be applied and they should be posted at the 
places of their choice, as far as possible. 

(e) Since all the S. V. Teachers are to be adjusted in Middle, High and Higher 
Secondary Schools, in accordance with the policy of the Department, 
they should be accommodated at stations suiting their convenience, 
provided these are available. In their case also, rule of three years’ 
stay should not apply. l 


3. Minimum Transfers.—The number of transfers should be the minimum possible 
and all cases involving transfers should be considered strictly on merit. 

4. In cases where an unusually large number of transfers is considered to be admini- 
stratively necessary from an educational Institution [Office at one time, these should be 
phised over a period of two years and if the number of persons to be transferred 

Å exceeds one-third of the total staff posted in an Institution [Office, the process for transfer

(ts 5. Couple Cases.—The posting of couples at one station should be made subject 
र to administrative convenience and feasibility in view of the principles laid down by the 
d Government to theeffect that itis not binding on the Government to posta coupletogether 
and the Department has the right to take into consideration administrative difficulties on 
the merits of each individual case. 0 

6. Consulting Chairman, Zila Parish«d.—The District Education Officers should 

| consult the Chairman of the Zila Patishad in making transfers of Teachers, Masters; 

| mistresses in their respective Districts and follow the policy laid down bythe Government 
—— a in this behalf which, inter alia, lays down that while any advice given by a Chairman 
must be given due weight and consideration, he will be actin« in an advisory capacity only 
and the final decision shal still rest with the officers of the Department, who will thus 
continue to be answerable for the correctness of all the orders issued by taem. Such 
meetings for :onsultation will, normally, be held in the District Education Office. Proper 
record of all the transfers recommended by the Zila Parishad, showing whether the re- 
commendation was accepted or not, together with reasons for non-acceptance, should be 
maintained. 

7. Normally no official, except women teachers or the near relations ofthe Defence 
personnel, are to be transferred from his/her place of posting unless his/her stay at the 
present station of posting has been for atleast three years. Exceptions should be made 
only in cases of serious administative nature and extremely compassionate grounds. 
No official should be dislocated merely on the ground that his/her stay at a particular 
station has exceeded the minimum time-limit laid down above. 

8. (a) All requests for transfer within a District or Circle where the stay of an 
i official has not been for three years should, normally, be rejected at the level of the 

| Officer who is to accept applications for transfer. Lists of all such casesalongwith a copy 

M < of the application for transfer should be forwarded to the next higher authority for in- 
í | P formation and review: na 

So as to ensure that each application has been rejected after giving due con- 

sideration to the grounds mentioned in it and the next higher authority has also  judi- 

ciously applied its mind to review each case, and a reply is sent to the application for 

avoiding any suspense and consequent confusion or complaint, etc., a proforma (given at 

Annexure II) has been prescribed for sending reply to each applicant. It should be ensured 
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[Minister for Education] 
that reply to each applicant is sent by the competent authority concerned keepingin view 
the time-schedule mentioned in this communication. A copy of the reply should be 
endorsed also to the Head of the Institution/Office forwarding the application. 

- (c) Cases where requests for transfer are to be rejected for various reasons, should 
cover the following conditions as well :

9. (a) Normally officials whose retirement is to take place within two years 
Should not be shifted from their place of present posting except on very serious adminis- 
trative grounds. : 
No applications for transfer are to be entertained from the superannuated 
and re-employed personnel and officials employed on six months’ basis. 

10. Mutual Transfers. —Mutual requests for transfer should normally be considered 
and accommodated even though the condition of stay at a station has not been fulfilled, 
provided the previous transfer of either of the officials was not made on administrative 
grounds and their work and conduct have been satisfactory. However, superior claims

for transfer of some other applicants to the same place are not to be ignored and should < 
be given due weight while deciding the cases of mutual transfer. After a request for 
mutual transfer has been acceded to once, no fresh request will be entertained from the 
same beneficiaries. 
11. Generally no request for transfer is to be entertained from an official who was 
recently transferred on request, but got it cancelled later on. Such persons are normally 
' to be debarred from transfer for three years. 
12. It should be kept in view that officials who are to be transferred on adminis- 
trative grounds are not posted at better stations. | 
Every care should be taken to ensure that the substitutes recommended for 
transfer are able to teach the same subject. This should be particularly ensured in the

17. Transfers to Model Schools—G) Transfers to Model Schools should be made 
from the pool to be created from amongst the outstanding teachers who have obtained 
more than 50 percent marks at the Degree level and possess a good personality . The 
performance of each incumbent to be included in the pool, in the University/Departmental 
examinations, should also be kept in view. Normal expectation from such personnel 
shall be good examination results which should at least, be 10 per cent above the Uni- 
versity/Departmental pass percentage. 


(ii) Tf the candidate falls short of the criteria his/her name should not be included 
in the pool. 


(iii) Even after appointment, in such Schools the performance of each person will 
be assessed every year and, in case, any one of them does not come up to the mark, he/ 
she shall be shifted from the School. 


18. The suitability of persons to be transferred to Model Schools in a Circle 
will be assessed by a Committee consisting of the Circle Education Officer, District Edu- 
cation Officer/s, Principal of the Training College/s and the Heads of the Institution/s 
concerned. 


19. The Circle Committee will collect the recommedations through the District 
Education Officer/s concerned, screen them and interview the candidates for appoint- 
mentintheseSchools.

21. Transfers to Practising Schools and J.B.T. Institutions—Transfers of Masters/ 
Mistresses/ Teachers from and to Practising Schools will be made in consultation with the 
Principals of the Government Training Colleges concerned, whose recommendations 
are to be normally accepted. 


22. This rule will mutatis mutandis, apply to the J.B.T. Institutions in whose case 
~ am : the opinion of the Deputy Circle Equcation Officer (Teachers' Training), Assistant Direc- 
tor (Teachers’ Training) and Deputy Director (Primary Education) may be had, as the 
case may be. As far as possible, it is to be ensured that no one who does not possess at 
least five years’ teaching experience is posted in such Schools or Institutions. i 


23. While considering postings and transfers to the J.B.T. tnstitutions, it should 

be ensured that no Master/ Mistress with B.T. qualifications is posted there, for the reason 

that they are unable to teach any Craft. Wherever they are working in such institutions 

they be replaced by those with B.ED qualifications. Care should also be taken to ensure 

that only those B. Eds are posted in these Institutions, whose major and minor Crafts 

are those which are introduced in the School so that the official can impart teaching 

training in that major/minor Craft. Similarly no B.Ed should be transferred from these 

Institutions unless he/she has served there for the stipulated period of stay. No transfer 

shoud be effected from these Institutions during mid-session. Cases where any transfer 

; is called for in the mid-session should be referred to the Deputy Director (Primary Edu- 
i cation) for necessary action before effecting the transfer: 


2 | X 24. For the teaching of Art and Craft in the J.B.T. Institutions, it is necessary [that 
1 each unit should have one Art Teacher qualified to teach drawing and painting. At 
— present in some of the Girls’ J.B.T. Centres, Tailoring Mistresses are working against 


these posts. They should be replaced by Art and Craft Teachers and the services of the 
Tailoring Mistresses utilized in high/Higher Secondary Schools where needle-work has

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25. Staff of the Schools recently taken over should not be considered for transfer 
except on administrative grounds. 


26. While transferring Masters/Misstresses and Teachers after amalgamation 
of Schools or nationalisation of staff, care should be taken to ensure that only officials 
with longer stay are shifted. 


| 27. Transfers on Medical Gro.nds—All requests for transfers on medical grounds 
| should be supported by a medical certificate from a Gazetted medical officer. In case 
| the Head of the Institution or Office has any doubt regarding the veracity of the certificate | 
| | : or genuineness of illness, he/she may ask the official concerned to produce another medical 

प certificate from the next higher competent medical authority. Such requests need to be 
| scrutinized with more than ordinary care.

28. Transfers of Blood Relations of Defence Personnel—Cases of blood relations 
of the defence personnel should be considered only if recommended by the Officer 
Commanding concerned. All such cases should be favourably considered for accommoda- 
tion as best permitted by the circumstances and administrative feasibility. For effecting 
such transfers the following points should be kept in view—

T (i) The applicant is a very near blood relation of the defence personrel serving 
at the front (authentic certiticate regarding the nature of blood relation- 
ship'should support such an application;) 


(ii) The applicant is the widow of the defence personnel killed in action.

(iv) The son or daughter is studying in some professional college and the official 
has to supervise his/her studies personally. 


29. Wives of Military Personnel —Ordinarily transfers of wives of the military 
personnel should be considered during the course of general transfers. Butin cases where 
the question of a transfer of this kind arises after the genera! transfers in the context of 
the military officer/official having been killed/disabled or taken prisoner, the request 
made by the wife of the military personnel should be accommodated by considering even 
mid-term transfer. 


| 30. Asthe above concessions are l'ableto be mis-used, all such transfer cases should, 
| therefore, be carefully gone into and, in case of any misuse of the concessions, disciplinary 
| action should be initiated against the official concerned. 

31. NCC/ACC Personnel —It has been observed that the NCC/ACC trained 
officials have been transferred to Institutions without any NCC/ACC Unit orto [nstitu- 
tions where someone is already holding the charge of the Unit. Such postings 
Should be avoided. To facilitate such transfers and avoid confusion in the posting of 
these officials, vacancies in NCC/ ACC Units will be intimated well in time. 


Some of the teaching personnel possessing NCC, ACC qualifications who are 
otherwise to be punished on administrative grounds, should not be allowed to stay 
intheInstitutiononthepleaoftheirhaving special qualifications and should be 
transferred provided some other surplus NCC/ACC qualified person/s are available. 

. It should, however, be ensured that the experience gained by such persons is utilised to 
the maximum possible extent, at some other suitable place. 


id 32. Transfer of Women Teachers—Cases of transfer of women teachers are to 

IE be given preference over men teachers in accordance with the priority of the laid-down 

7: categories. These are to be considered according to the priority of ‘Unmarried’ 
in ‘Unhappy’, “Widow” and ‘Married’. 


3 . 33. In case there are more than one women teachers, claimant for transfer to a 
[ particular station, the younger one in the category is to be given preference. If the date 
oi of birth in the two cases in the same, a woman teacher with longer stay is to be trans- 
m ferred. 


| | f Normally, men teachers should not be dislocated to accommad:te women i 
| | | teachers. In special circumstances, however, the merit of each case should te takeninto i 
consideration. In such exceptional cases teachers who are of elderly age, are not to 
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retire within the next two years, with longer stay and having no or a few incumbrances, 
should be considered for such dislocation. For such action, their]ists should be prepa- 


red category-wise to avoid any hardship and complaints. 


' 34. There is considerable concentration of women teachers in some urban 
areasand any further accommodation ofrequests for transferto theseareasis not 
possible. In order to accommodate women applicants at places in these areas on very 
compassionate grounds women teachers with longer stay may be shifted to places within 
a radial distance of five miles in such areas to some other road-side station. This shift- 
ing is to be done only in cases where the demand of the applying women teachers is 
very genuine and pressing. 


35. Priority lists of women applicants for transfer to these areas should be 
prepared category-wise as well as in the chronological order. These applications should 
be classified under the broad heads of priorities viz., (a) near blood relation of an army 
personnel who has been killed in action, disabled or is a prisoner of war; (b) extremely 


compassionate cases; and (c) other cases. 

Sub-categories of priorities for transfer of women teachers viz., (a) ‘Unmarried’ 
(b) ‘Unhappy’ (c) ‘Widow’ and (d) ‘Married’ should also be kept in view, while pro- 
cessing these cases for transfer. 


36. Women teachers should make room for new applicants for transfer, if they 
have been at a particular station for a period of five years . 


37. Inthe case of couples serving in the Department, women teachers should be 
posted in the rural areas along with their husbands, preferably at a place of choice. 


38. New {women entrants in service are to work in rural areas, at a place of 
their choice, for a period of at least two years. 


39. Listsofrequestsfor transfer of women teachers which cannot be accommodated 
at the time of general transfers, should be prepared in order of priority of the category 
and keeping into view the reasons for transfer. Their cases should be taken up as and when 


suitable vacancies are available. 


40. Transfers to and From Chandigarh—Transfers of different categories of 
teachers to and from Chandigarh will contihue torbe male bv the Directorate in accor- 
dance with the entry in the Priority Register maintained for the purpose. The following 
points are to be kept in view while processing cases for these transfers— 


(i) Up-to-date Priority Register for Teachers (men as well as women) and 
Masters as well as Mistresses, will be maintained at the Directorate; 
(ii) Names of only those applicants will be entered in this Register, whose 
applications are received through proper channel; 


(ii) Whereas each case for transfer to Chandigarh will be considered on the 
basis of priority of registration in the category, every teacher desirous 
of transfer to Chandigarh, shall have to put in fresh application every 
year for renewal of his/her name in order to get up-to- date information 
regarding his/her performances, work and conduct etc., and also to 
ensure if the teacher concerned is still interested in transfer to Chandi- 


garh. 

(iv) For transferring Teachers to Chandigarh coming from the  erstwhile 
Divisional Cadre to the Ambala District Cadre, the following priority 
will be kept in view— | 


(a) Teachers from the Ambala District (Women Teachers will be given pre- 
ference over men Teachers); 


(b) Teachers in the Ambala Circle, with women Teachers having priority 
over men Teachers; 


(c) Women and thereafter men Teachers from other Circles. In case of the 
last two categories, women as well as men Teachers will be transferred 
to Chandigarh only if they clearly give in writing that they would be 


losing their seniority. 
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(v) The above priorities will not be applicable to mutual transfers which will 
be subject to other conditions laid down viz., losing seniority etc., if 
the Teacher to be transferred comes from any other District or Circle. 


(vi) The above embargoes will not be applicable to Masters and Mistresses. | 
Only better claimants in order of priority and according to seniority, n 
performance, work and conduct etc., will be transferred/posted. Wcmen kx 
Mistresses are to be given preference over Masters. 


41. Transfers to Hilly and Backward Areas—For effecting transfers to the Hilly 
and Backward areas and Kangra and Mohindergorh Districts, the following points should 
be kept in view—

(i) Teachers who volunteer themselves for transfer to Lahaul and Spiti would | 
retain their seniority in their original cadre and they will be treated on | 
deputation to that area. They would also be considered for promotion 
in their original cadre if in the meanwhile they become | 
due for the same. "T 


(j) Such officials would also be allowed T.A. even if they ask for their transfer 
to these Districts voluntarily. | 


(k) Teachers transferred to these areas to meet shortage, will be required to 
stay there for a period of two academic years. | 


(1) Transfers.to these areas should be effected only onceina year. if, however, 
more vacancies have to be filled subsequently, needful should be donc

(m) Officials who had given undertaking at the time of their recruitment/selec- i 
tion that they would serve in these areas for a stipulated period or those I 
who had been selected as a result of relaxation of age-limit or educational I 
qualifi ations for recruitment to serve in these areas, Should not be | 


Shifted from there, under any circumstances. They should be T ma

stations. 


(m) No official working in the Hilly areas should be considered fcr transfer to 
other areas unless he/she has worked for at least three years at that 
ene , and without consulting the Development Commissioner, Hil] 

eas. | 
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42. No Transfer from October to Mar’h.—No transfer should be made from 
October to March except under very exceptional circumstances and that too only with 


the prior approval of thecompetent authority. No ex-post facto sanction to such transfers 
shall be given. 


IIl. HEAD MASTERS/HEAD MISTRESSES 


43. Proposals for Transfers.—Proposals for transfer of Head Masters/Head 
Mistresses within a District will be initiated by the District Education Officer concerned. 
These will be scrutinised by the Circle Education Officer concerned. The Circle Education 
Officers may themselves also make suggestions for transfer/adjustment of Head Masters 
Head Mistresses within their Circle. Thereafter all such applications along with three 


copies of particulars for these transfers, should be sent to the Directorate for further 
action. | 


44. Mid-Term Vacancies... Mid-term transfers of Head Masters/Head Mistresses 
on account of their attaining the age of superannuation and other administrative considera- 
tions should be anticipated, as far as possible, and such posts filled during the course of 
general transfers; and it should be ensured that no post of a Head Master/Head Mistress 
remains vacant even for a single day. 


45. Vacancies in the case of Head Masters/Head Mistresses should be filled by 
transfer of the existing Head Masters/Head Mistresses keeping in view their experience 
and importance of the School in which a vacancy occurs. It is not proper to fill such 
posts by promotion to avoid the situation created by putting new promotees in big schools 
while comparatively senior and experienced Head Mastersand Head Mistresses 
continue to be posted in small and out of the way Institutions. 


IV. BLOCK. EDUCATION OFFICERS 


46. Posts of Masters/ Mistresses are interchangeable with those of Block Education 
Officers excepting the posts of a few Women Block Education Officers who have been 
selected. for these posts only. Those Block Education Officers whose performance has 
not been up to the mark should be replaced by suitable Masters/ Mistresses on the select 
list of the Block Education Officers, in the resultant vacancies. 


47. No Block Education Officer is to be posted in his;her home tehsil. 


V. MASTERS/MISTRESSES 


48. Masters, Mintresses with M.Ed. and M.A.Qualifications, —M. Ed's/M.A?s 
(Psychology or Philosophy) should be posted either in Training Institutions or in High/ 
Higher Secondary Schools with JBT Units. Similarly, M.A.s working in the Middle 
Schools should be shifted to High/Higher Secondary Schools needing their services. 


49. Masters, Mistresses Trained in Structural Approach.—Masters and Mistresses 
trained in Structural Approach at the Punjab Institute of English should be posted only 
in schools where this method of teaching is being tried. 


50. Posting of Masters] Mistresses after Special Training, —Those Masters, Mis- 
tresses who attended in-service and orientation course under Government orders at 
Nilokheri, State Institute of Education, Punjab Institute of English, etc., for a specific 
purpose should noi normally beshified from their originial places of posting, if the facilities 
for utilization of their services are available there. In the absence of these facilities, 
training received by them should be utilized at places where such facilities have been: pro. 
vided.. This applies particulary to Teacher Educator who attended such courses at Nilo- 
kheri and the State Institute of Education. Theirretention in the JBT Institutions) 
Units after orientation is necessary. 


Sl. Science and Mathematics Masters] Mistresses who equip themselves with 
Condensed Course Training will generally be posted back to the school from where they 
were drawn. In case they are from High Schools, they should be adjusted.in the nearest 
Higher Secondary School or at a Higher Secondary School of their choice. In no case: 
should they be posted in a Middle or High School. 


52. B.Sc's and B.A,’s with Mathematics and Science Subjects should not be 
Posted in Middle Schools. They should be adjusted in High/Higher Secondary Schools, 
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. 53. B.Sc'sin Agriculture, —A]ll B. Sc'sin Agriculture will be posted in Institutions 
where Agriculture is being taught as a major subject or is proposed to betaught as such. 
Their services should be made available for teaching this subject to all other Government 
Schools, as far as possible. 


54. Adjustment of Career Masters] Mistresses.—Masters/ Mistresses who have 
undergone training as Career Masters/ Mistresses for the organization and promotion of 
Guidance and Counselling Programme and are, at present, working in the Middle or 
High Schools, should be transferred to Higher Secondary School so that the experience 
gained by them is put to proper use. 

VI. TEACHERS - 


I 55. Single-Teacher Schools,—Single-Teacher Schools should te placed urcer tke 
charge of only an experienced and trained teacher. No teacher from such schools isto 
be shifted unless a substitute has arrived. Efforts should be made to post only such 
persons who know the particular dialect spoken in the area. 


56. Double-Teacher Schools, —A]l Double-Teacher Schools should be manned 
by either two women teachers or two men teachers, or husband and wife. In no case 
two teachers of either sex should be posted in such schools. 


I 57. Teachers Incharge of Branch Post Offices.—Rule of transfer after three 
| years is, normally, to be made applicable to teachers incharge of Branch Post Offices. 
| Their cases for transfer should be processed at the time of general transfers and in consul- 
tation with the Divisional Superintendent of Post Offices incharge of the District. 


. $8. Nochangein charge of the Post Offices is to be effected during the mid-term; 
and no adjustment in the same made by handing over the charge of the Post Office to 
another teacher, when the original incumbent is not transferred. 


59. The number of new teachers (both men as well as women) to be made 
incharge of Post Offices by rotation, should be anticipated and the Divisional Superintend. 
i ent of Post Offices informed accordingly well in advance for arranging proper training of 
the new teachers io avoid any dislocation in this important public service. 


: 60. S.V. Teachers.—All S.V. Teachers should be withdrawn from the Primary 
i Schools and their services utilized in the Middle Schools or Middle departments of High) 
Higher Secondary Schools. 


61. JBT’s with Giani| Prabhakar Qualifications.—JBT Teacher: wih Giani/ 
Prabhakar qualifications should be posted in Middle Schools/departments to ensure proper 
teaching of these languages. 


| 62. Completing Splitting-up of Cadres,—During the general transfers, steps should Tangan we 
be taken to accommodate, as far as possible, teachers in the districts to which they have 

opted as a consequen:e of splitting up of their Divisional Cadres. Condition of three 

years' stay is not to be insisted in such cases. 


63. Teachers who request for their transfer outside their district shoula be informed 
that they would be transferred only if suitable vacancies exist, they agree to lose their 
seniority in their parent district, and are prepared to be ,adjusted at the tail-end of the 
Seniority List of Teachers of the District in which they want to be posted.

63. District and Circle Education Officers are authorised to effect transfers of 
the members of the ministerial establishment excepting Head Clerks, Assistant Surerin- 
tendents and Superintendents within their jurisdiction i.e. the District ard Circle, 
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respectively. For inter-Circle transfers the cases shall continue to be referred to the 
La Directorate. 


VIII. MISCELLANEOUS 


665. Teaching personnel belonging to different categories who have been posted in 
the Kangra, Kulu and Lahaul and Spiti Districts for more than three years and want a 
change, should be given preference for being accommodated at their places of choice. In 
case, however, it becomes impossible to accommodate them at the places of their choice, 
they should be posted at stations as nearto the reguested stations as possible. 


67. The officials transferred at their own request will not be entitled to any TA / 
DA and joining time, since these transfers have not been made in public interest, vide 
Note I below Rule 9.i5 of Punjab Civil Services Rules, Volume I, Part I. 


68. The officials who have been transferred from their present place in public 
UE will, of course, be entitled to TA and DA and joining time as admissible under 
the Rules. Ug 


69. The transferred officials should get at least one week's notice to move to the 
new stations of transfer. 


70. Acopyofthetransfer orders should be endorsed to the Institutions concerned 
direct, to avoid delay. 


The relieving and ioining reports of the officials transferred should be sent to all 
concerned. 


It should be ensured that correct names of the oficials, Schools and Districts are 
given and the posting is done keeping in view the requirements of the teaching subjects. 


71. Incase where an official who had asked for transfer or had been adjusted at 
a place subject to willingness, doe: not want «o go to the new station of posting the trans- 
fer order pertaining to him/her and his/her substitute shold be held in abeyance, without 
disturbing the remaining chain. 


72. Wherever it has been indicated in the order of transfer that the District 
Education Officer will specify the place of posting, he/she should do so within three days 
of the receipt of the order and communicate the place to the Directorate/Circle Educa- 
tion Office. 


73. The officials transferred from the Hilly and Backward Areas should be relieved 
only after arrival of substitutes, In no case should they be relieved andthe posts allowed to 
remain vacant. Any District Education Officer/Head of Institution who relieves any 
such s without complying with this condition w'll be held personally responsible for 
this default. 


74. While making transfers from the Hilly Areas the instructions issued by Govern- 
ment on the subject should be kept in view and copies of transfer orders endorsed to the 
Hill Area Commissioner, for information. 


IX. PROCEDURE AND TIME-SCHEDULE 


75. Applications —Form of application for transfer is given at Annexure 1. 
Its submission should be through proper channel. Incomplete and unverified appli- 
cations shall not be considered. 


For transfer within a district, only one application is to be putin. For transfer 
to some other district in the same Circle, the application is to be submitted in duplicate; 
and for inter-Circle transfer and transfer to Chandigarh, three copies of the application 
are to put in. 


76. Time-Schedu]e.—(i) The following time-schedule shall be observed for receipt 
of applications for transfer, thejr scrutiny and preparation of consolidated statements of 


particulars :— 
(i) District level .. 20th March, 1966 
(ii) Circle level .. 25th March, 1966 
(iii) Directorate .. 318 March, 1966 
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| (ii) The last date for the receipt of applications for transfer in a District Office 
will be 20th March, 1966. "These applications are to be forwarded through the Heads 
of Institutions/Offices to the District Education Officer concerned by the specified date. 
No application shall be entertained after that date. 


_ dii) No applications are to be forwarded to the Circle Education Officers or the 
Directorate direct. No action will be taken on such applications. However, this shall 
not apply to those applications which had been put in by the above date; but had not been 
forwarded in time by the forwarding authority to the next higher authority. 


77. 'The District Education Officers will scrutinise all applications by the 20th 
March, 1966, at the latest, and prepare statements giving important particulars briefly 
in the proforma of the application and no other form. The District Education Officers 
will submit one copy of the application along with two copies of the statement to the 
Circle Education Officer for transfer within Circle. Similarly, for inter-Circle and Chandi- 
garh transfers, they will submit two applications and three copies of the statement of parti- 
culars to the Circle Education Officer concerned. 


. 78. The Circle Education Officers will submit all cases of transfer of Superintend- 
dents, Assistant Superintendents, Head Clerks and inter-Circle transfer cases of Head 
Masters/Head Mistresses, Masters/ Mistresses, and other ministerial staff after proper 
scrutiny, along with two copies of the statement and one copy of the application separately 
for each cadre and category to the officer concerned at the Directorate by name with their 
observations and recommendations, by the 25th March, 1966. 


. 79. Firm Vacancies,— Lists of firm vacancies (subject.wise in the case of Masters/ 
Mistresses) separately in respect of men as well as women categories of the teaching 
personnel, as on the 1st March, 1966, should be sent along with the statements to the 
Directorate and the Circle Education Officers concerned. No vacancy should be filled 
on regular basis after that date until orders for inter-Circle and Circle transfers are issued 


by पक. authority. Circumvention of these instructions shall be very seriously 
viewed. 


80. The following time-schedule would be observed in issuing transfer orders:— 


(i) Directorate .. 15th April - 
(ii) Circle Education Offices .. 18th April 
(iii) District Education Office .. 22nd April 


81. All transfer orders should be issued by the 22nd April at the latest and no 
official should be allowed to draw pay from the Institution/Office from which he/she 
is transferred after the 30th April. The period of over stay of the person under 
transfer orders, over and above the joining time admissible under the rules, should te 
considered as break in service subject to the provisions of the applicable service Ruies. 


82. These instructions do not supersede clarifications issued regarding the same 
by the Directorate, as also instructions issued by the Chief Secretary to Government, 


Punjab, and the Education Commissioner and Secretary to Governmeni, Punjab, 
Education Department.

Shri Bishan Singh Dhaliwal, Assistant Registrar, Co-operative Societies, Kaithal, 
was appointed as an Enguiry Officer to enguire into the constitution, working and financial 
position ofthe Lyallpur Co-operative Joint Farming Society Ltd; Murtzapur, Tehsil Kaithal, 
District Karnal, under this office order conveyed over this office ends. No.4765-66-GAI/DRR, 
dated 12th March, 1965. A brief summary of the enquiry report submitted by the Assistant 
Registrar, Co-operative Societies, Kaithal (Enquiry Officer), pointing out various defects 
and irregularities etc. in the the working of the society is given below :— 


(1) Whereas the registered area of operation of the society was confined to Kaithal 
and Thanesar Tehsils of District Karnal the membership of the society 
is drawn from Karnal, Rohtak, Jullundur, Delhi, Ludhiana, Ambala, 
Indore, Ferozepur, Sirsa, Amritsar, Patiala and Bahuna etc. The admission 
af persons resident at these places which are outside the area of operation 
of the society was irregular according to its own by.laws and therefore, 
the society disregarded its own by.laws in the matter of admission of its 
members. 


(2) Since all such members as are mentioned under item (1) above reside at far- 
flung places from the area of operation of the society, they cannot possible 
actively participate in the actual farming operations and its business 
and are more or less sleeping members, this fact robs the socie'y of its co- 
operative character. 


The fact of absence of a large number of members from the actual field of farming 
operations of the society and leaving the control of the entire farming work in 
the hand of one 0९5011) namely, Shri Surat Singh) further deprives the 
Society of its co-operative character. 
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[Irrigation and Power Minister] 
The withdrawal of some members from the society is irregular. . 


(3) The society had been allotted about 688 acres of land by the Deputy Com. 
missioner Karnal, under the Waste Land Utilization Act in the year 1951- 
52, but the society had maintained no record regarding the particulars of 
the land in possession with it. 


(4) The land was not being cultivated jointly on co-operative basis as required under 
the bylaws and thus there was nothing co-operative in the procedure and 
method of its farming work and that a big portion of the land of the society 
was indirectly in the possession of Shri Surat Singh who was getting it 
cultivated through some tenants or servants who are shown in the record 
of the society as its members. But for all practical purposes such tenants 
and servants are not members of the society, as none of them had any say 
in the affairs of the society or was deriving any benefit from the land of the 
society as members and that some of the land of 
the Society Was in Possession of non-member 
tenants and some worker members like Shri Jaspal Singh who had 57 acres 
of land of the society in his possession and was carrying on cultivation 
independently without having anything to do with the society. There are 
Some non-member tenants cultivating the land of the society without sharing 
the produce on BATAI or CHAKOTA basis or paying anything to the 
society. Some of the worker members like Shri Jaspal Singh were cultivating 
the society’s land independently under a feeling that practically the farming 
work of the society was carried on more or less as personal private 
affairs of Shri Surat Singh and would like him (President) to be have in 
a responsible and democratic way in the management of the affairs of the 

Society, i

(5) That the society has not maintained any proper record of the land inits possession 
and of the stocks and crops raised by the society and that the accounts of 
income and expenditure whatever maintained are not satisfactory and beyond 
doubt. Even the maintenance of record of membership was not satis- 
factory as the membership shown in a new register of membership stood 
at 39 whereas in the original register of members the membership stood 
at 49 and that the Enquiry Officer has indicated that a number of discrepancies 
of serious nature existed in the books of the society and for reasons of un- 
Satisfactory accounts of the society its audit for the last two years has also 
not been done.

(6) The funds of the society are being misutilized for the benefit and convenience 
of one person, namely, Shri Surat Singh without any benefit accruing tothe 
general membership of the society as for instance:— 


à Houses built at considerable costs to the society are being utilized by the 
President himself for his private purposes, as if these houses were his 
private property. 


(i) A car had been purchased at the cost of the society by the President for his 
‘own personal use and benefit because the society does not need a car in 
any way in the prosecution of its business and the funds of the society 
are being wasted in the purchase of such items of luxury as a car. 


(ii) The business of the society is carried on and the funds of the society are being 
spent as if the entire show is the personal property of the President. 


(7) Another instance of the entire control of the affairs of the society being defacto 
vested in the hands of the family of the President is that he is the President 
of the soci^ty and h.s wife is the cashier of the society and both of them 
are members of the Managing Committee of the society. 


(8) The President of the society was doing purchases and sale business of land in 
the name of the society contrary to the by-laws and its stated objects. 


(9) The President (Surat Singh) was drawing a sum of Rs. 340 per month in 
salary, diet expenses, entertainment expenses and T.A. etc. from the society. 


| 
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According to the by-laws of the society as President, he was not entitled t9 
pay, diet expenses and entertainment expenses etc. He could get T.A. only 
from the society while going out on business of the society. 


(10) Huge amounts have recklessly been given as advances to members and non- 
members contrary to the by-laws of the society and its stated objects, as 
for instance a sum of Rs. 22,529.20 paise are advanced to members and 

Rs. 1,44,722 given to non-members and that whije making these advances ro 
receipt, bond, pronote or a written undertaking have been received from the 
borrowers in support of these advances made to them. It is possible 
that since these advances have never been confirmed by any body, nor are 
they supported by any documents. They may be covering up mis. 
appropriations and embezzelements of the society’s funds. Some of the 
items under this head are fairly old and the Enquiry Officer felt that there 
was little hope of their recovery. The issue of these irregular advances 
is another example of the wasteful use of the funds of the society by the 
President. Little wonder that the balance sheet of the society discloses 
huge deficit, which should not have arisen if proper prudence had been 
exercised in managing the society. 


(11) The working of the society presents a spectacle which is entirely un co-operative 
and unfit for a co-operative society. There is acute litigation between the 
President of society and some other members and tenants. There has 
actually been a murder and a Police party consisting of 2 constables and 
one Head Constable had been posted at the farm of the society to maintain 
law and order. Posting of a police party at the farm of the society to keep 

law and order is a very bad reflection on the working of the society and the 
general management of its affairs. 


From the defects given above it is clear that the society was not carrying out 
its objects and was being run and managed for the benefit of the family of 
the President rather than of the general membership of the society. 


This show-cause notice is, therefore, given to you to explain within 21 days of the 
receipt of this notice why should the society not be wound up under section 
57 of the Punjab Co-operative Societies Act, 1961.

(3) The Modus Operandi of the Firm was that certain purchasers were registered 
by forging their signatures on applications for purpose of registration for 
the purchase of scooters and cars, and Bank Guarantee had been arranged 
by some one connected with the Firm. In real the same were sold to ghost 
purchasers and in fact these were sold in black market to different persons. 


(4) That in this manner the Firm contravened the provisions of Motor Car (Dis- 
tribution and Sale) Control Order, 1959, and Scooters (Distribution 
and Sale) Control Order, 1960, which is punishable u/S 24 of the Industries 
(Development and Registration) Act of 1951 , which is non-cognizable.

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Registration of Case for attack on the Principal and Staff of Sirhali 
Technical Institute

of bad character attacked the Principal and staff of Sirhali Technical Institute 
during 1965-66 but the local police refused to register the case till the Director 
of the Department at Chandigarh made a written demand for the registration 
of the case? | 
Sardar Darbara Singh: The information asked for in the question is 
partly true and partly untrue. It is a fact that the Bad Characters entered the 
Premises of the Technical Institute, Sirhali, and one of ihem brandished a 
sword in front of the office of the Principal. Since neither the Principal 
nor any staff member nor any student came out of the building, po one 
was attacked. by the Bad Character. On the following day that is, 20th 
October, 1965, the Principal sent a registered letter to the S.H.O., P.S. Sirhal 
about this incident, but he took no action till 16th November, 1965 that is 
for a period of 26 days. The Principal had also sent a similar complaint to 
the Deputy Commissioner, Amritsar, under whose orders case F.I.R.No. 
383 under section 452 IPC was registered at P.S. Sirhali on 16th November, :

1. That the petitioner is an officer of the Indian Administrative Services in the 
cadre of the State of Punjab, He is at present under orders of transfer to Talwara as Deputy 
Commissioner, Resettlement and Rehabilitation, Irrigation Department. 


2. That the petitioner has been in Government service since 1945 and has held various 
posts, including those of Satistician, Punjab Transport Department; General Manager, 
Punjab Roadways; General Manager, PEPSU Transport Services; Director, Government 
Transport Services, Punjab, Transport Controller, Punjab, Director of Industries, Punjab, 
and Director, Town, Country Planning, Punjab. 


3. That throughout his service the petitioners record has been outstanding. Among 
those who appreciated the petitioners work from time to time were Shri Brish Bhan, the 
then Chief Minister of the erstwhile State of Pepsu, Dr. Gopi Chand Bhargava, the then 
Chief Minister of the Punjab, S. Partap Singh Kairon, the then Chief Minister of the Punjab 
and Shri G.S. Kahlon, LC.S. at present the Chief Secretary, Punjab, S. Nawab Singh, : 
I.C.S. Shri M.R. Bhide, I.C.S. Shri Vishnu Bhagwan, S. Ranbir Singh, the then Chief 
Secretary of the erstwhile State of Pepsu, Shri H.B. Lal, LA.S., Shri R.S. Talwar, LA.S., 
and others. True copies of a few of the testimonials are appended and marked Annexures 
A’ to ‘F’. 
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f 4. That after the petitioner had served the Government barely for two years, he 
was specially deputed in 1947, before the partition of India, by the Government of the 


undivided Punjab, Under the Premiership of Nawab Sir Khizar Hyat Khan Towana, and at 
his orders, to the United Kingdom for training in Commercial Road Transport. 


5. That while the Petitioner was Director, Government Transport, Punjab, the 
Punjab Roadways operated in the winter of 1958-59in connection with the India Industries 
Exhibition, Local transport services in Delhi at the request of the Government of India. This 
operation produced phenomenal results which were appreciated by the then Prime Minister, 
the late Pandit Jawaharla Nehru. A copy of the press report in Hindustan Times dated the . 
6th February, 1959 on the subject is appended as Annexure ‘C’. 


6. That in 1960-61the petitioner was deputed by the Punjab Government for training 
in Road Transport with Greyhound Lines, U.S.A., one of the premier Road Transport 
Corporations in the worled. Mr. R.A. Shaffer, the then Executive Vice-President (Now 
President) of the Lines referred to the[Petitioners knowledge of Road Transport etc.— 
in his letter to the petitioner dated the 9th January, 1961 in the following terms: 


'[ have had report from our people at each point you visited and every one of them 
has learned something from your visit.. your energy for work has amazed 
every one and your knowledge of what you were looking for certainly — 
has been a revelation to all of us,’

7. That in October, 1961 while the petitioner was the Transport . Controller, 
Punjab, the petitioner was specially requested by the Government of India to visit Manipur 
and to advise them on their road Transport problems there. 


8. That in 1962-63, when the petitioner was Director of Industries, Punjab, ‘he 
was deputed by the State Government to the United States for studying the 
industrial development in that country and for negotiating collaboration 
for some of the Industrial projects in the Punjab. During this visit, the 
Petitioner came in contact with Senator Hubert Humphery, now Vice-President elect of the 
Government of the United States of America. “The said Senator Humphery wrote a y

16. That the principal object of this Ministry, its platform and raisgon detre was to 
pursue a policy which came to be known as “De-Kaironisation Towards this, the 
State Government brought in Shri R.S. Krishnaswamy, a retired Government Servant 
formerly of the Indian Civil Service, as an Officer on Special Duty for Follow up action 
on the Das Commission Report". who started funetioning at Chandigarh from the 3rd 
August, 1964.

17. That Shri Ram Kishan realised that he could maintain his position as the Chief 
Minister only if he satisfied a certain section of public opinion by pursuing this policy of 
“De-Kaironisation” vigorously and by taking some action against those whose names had 
come to be associated with that of Sardar Partap Singh Kairon, whether or not such action 
against them was justified. Copies of some press reports are appended and maked An- 
nexure 'L-T to L-4 


18. That Shri Ram Kishan became acutely anxious and took deep personal in- 
terest to see that punishment of some sort, whether justified, deserved or not, was meted 
out to the petitioner, whose name he believed was particularly linked with that of Sardar 
Partap Singh Kairon, and the Memorialists had in their affidavits alleged that he was a 
friend, favourite and confidente of Sardar Partap Singh Kairon 


19. That in the wake of the so called follow up action, and on the orders of he 
Chief Minister, Shri Ram Kishan, who then held the portfolios of Industries ‚Transport 
General Administration and Services, the State Government purportedly acting under 
statutory authority, namely, the All India Services Act, 1951, read with the all Indian 
Services (Discipline and Appeal) Rules, 1954, said to have been framed under that Act 
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but in fact acting without any lawfulauthority, hascharged the petitionerincertain cases

These charges and demands for explanation include items which did not figure in 
7 the proceedings before the Commission of Inquiry.

20. Thatthe petitioner submitted his replies to the charges and call for explanations 
which are reproduced at Annexure 'Mi to Ti' corresponding to Annexure M to T reply 
to oneitem, viz., Seamles Tubes has not been submitted as the relevent files have not been 
made availble to the petitioner 


21. That with the above said political object, namely the winning of public esteem 
and the consolidation of his political position as the Chief Minister, Shri Ram Kishan 
mala fide utilised the machinery of the State Government for a purpose beyond the scope 
of the power held by the State Government and in violation of the provisions of the 
Constitution of India, particularly Article 14 and 311 for the furthererce of an’ ulterior 
object and in order to victimise, harass, humiliate and defame the petitioner, as is 
hereunder explained :— 


(a) Within a few days of the taking over of the new Ministry and even before Shri 
Krishnaswamy was brought on the scene to suggest Follow-up action, the 
Chief Minister, Shri Ram Kishan, made known to the Home Minister/ 
Home Ministry, Government of India by a communication in writing, 
that he could not relish the idea of the petitioner going scot free as a result 
of the findings of the Das Commission and he also tried with the Home 
Minister of the Government of India to get the petitioner transferred to 
another State in spite of the outstanding and in any case  unblemished 
record of the Petitioner's Services to the State Government

(b) On the 3rd August, 1964, the very day Shri Krishnaswamy started functionirg 
at Chandigarh, i.e., long before he could process the cases for the follow- 
up action, the petitioner was asked by the Chief Minister to proceed on leave 


4 A (c) When, before proceeding on Jeave as aforesaid, the Petiticrer interviewed the 
Chief Minister, the Chief Minister told the Petiticrer that even though 
nothing had been found against the Petitioner by the Dass Commission 
he, that is the Chief Minister, would have to proceed against the peti- 
tioner for political reasons 


(d) Immediately thereafter on the 11th August, the Chief Minister “accompanied 
m] by the Inspector-General-of Police and his Principal Private Secretary 
made a personal raid on the office of the Transport Controller at 

the office of the Transport Controller the Chief Minister physically 

got hold of the Head Assistant in the Transport Department, S. Harbans 

Singh Sethi, shook him bodily and threateningly asked him “Where 

are the files pertaining to purchase of trucks from National Motor 

which you have concealed at the instance of Sahni. I am the Chief 
Minister ofthe State. Icould finish men like you and Sahni." etc. etc 

Several officials, including Peons of the Industries Department were wit- 

ness to this scene of the Chief Minister raiding an office in person, man- 
handling a Government sevant and shouting in rage against the petitioner 
Thesaid Shri Harbans Singh Sethi was subsequently transferred 

by the Chief Minister to another department, viz, the Inspector-General 
of Prisons, under special powers which are exercised very rarely. The newes 

ofthe personal raid made by the Chief Minister was carried inboth the 

English and Vernacular newspapers where the Petitioner name was connec- 

ted with the alleged concealment of files pertaining tothe purchese cf 

- trucks from National Motors At no stage did the State 
Government contradict these press reports. An English translation of 

one of the press reports is appended and marked Annexure V. 


The raid by the Chief Minister personally canonly be explained by his 
personal anxiety to implicate the petitioner somehow and to publicise 
his zeal in pursuance of the JDekaironization' policy 
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(e) [n order to implicate the Petitioner in the garb of follow-up action, the 


Chief Minister handpicked the officers who had worked under the Peti- 
tioner and who had received from the Petitioner adverse remarks for 
inefficiericy etc. and placed them in position for the purpose of concocting 


era against the petitioner. The background of these officers is explained 
below:— 


(i) Shri I.E.N. Chauhan was working under the Petitioner as Liaison Officer at 


Delhi and onaccountof his unsatisfactory work the petitioner 
asked for his transfer and also made adverse remarks against him 
on various occasions, the petitioner had asked him to improve his 
work. The Chief Minister, Shri Ram Kishan, especially picked Shri 
Chauhan in August, 1964 and appointed him onhis personal staff. 
He started functioning as “Special Secretary to the Chief Minister" 
although no such notification to that effect was issued nor was post of 


Special Secretary created by the State Government, at the relevant 
time. 


(ii) One Shri Sita Ram had worked under the petitioner as Deputy Transport 


Controller. The petitioner had made adverse entries in his character roll 
which had also been conveyed to him. His aminus against the petitioner 
is known. In 1963 Shri Sita Ram was transferred from the Transport 
Department to the Development Department. The Chief Minister, 
Shri Ram Kishan issued personalordersin August, 1964 and brought 

. him back to the Transport Department so that Shri Sita Ram could 
fish out and concoct cases against the Petitioner. 


(iii) One Shri G. R. Bhai worked under the Petitioner as Joint Director of 


Industries. He was alleged to have indulged in malpractices and on 
that account he was transferred from the Industries Department to 
the Department of Economics and Statistics. After due examination 
of the case, the Petitioner had recommended departmental action against 
Shri Bhai. However, the Chief Minister, Shri Ram Kishan instead 
of taking action against Shri Bhai posted him back in the Industries 
Department in August, 1964. 


These appointments were not made by way of normal administrative routine: 


The Chief Minister handpicked these persons because oftheir animus 
towards the petitioner as he was intent on implicatirg the petitioner. In 
his haste to make these appointments he appointed Shri Sita Ram 
as Joint Provincial Transport Controller without ascertainirg his senio- 
rity or following the usual administrative channel and the next day, 


being made to realise his mistake, he re-designated him as Deputy 
Transport Controller. 


(f) A very unusual procedure was adopted by the Chief Minister in announcing 


in Vidhan Sabha the name of the Petitioner as an Officer whose name 
had been recommended for departmental inquiry by way of “follow- 
up Action” tothe Dass Commission Report. The full statement of the 
Chief Minister in the Vidhan Sabha was also published by the State 
Government in .booklet form and was widely distributed in order to 
defame and humiliate the Petitioner. One copy of booklet is appended 
and marked Annexure ‘X’. 


(g) Alot of propaganda was let loose and reports were inspired in orderto defame 


the Petitioner and to cause him prejudice in the public mind in as much as 
the daily ‘Partap’ a vernacular newspaper of Jullundur published as a 
news item in ts issuc datcd the 23rd August, 1964 areportto the effect 
that the passport of the Petitioner had been cancelled on account of alleged 
acquisition of certain properties abroad by one of the sons of S. Partap 
Singh Kairon and that the police had been alerted to prevent the 
petitioner from leaving the country. A translation in English, 


N 
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on the said report is appended and marked Annexurey. In point of fact the report 
Was absolutely false and there was no question of the cancellation of the Passport of the 
petitioner or of police having been alerted. The fact that the State Government did not 
sae it fit to contradict a report of this nature against one of its Officers shows its keenness to 
see the Petitioner defamed and prejudiced in the public eyes. The petitioner himself could 
not contradict the report as he is a Public servant. 


i h) Even though the Petitioner was completely exonerated by the Dass Commission 
from atl allegations made against him by theMemorialists yet the petitioner has been charge. 
Sheeted in three cases, viz., Oriental Spun Pipe Co., Air Rifles Factory and new Indian 
Spinning and Weaving: Mills, and in six cases, viz., Napco Industries, Sandhu Bus Service 
National Motors, Mill Products Factory project case, Seamless Tubes Project and wool 
combers societv case, his explanation has been called as detailed below, copies of which 
aee appended as Annexures ‘M?’ to ‘U’. 


j) The following matters which were not before the Dass Commission have been fi. 
hed outand included in theproceedings against the petitioner even though these proceedings 
are said to be a follow up action on the Dass Commission Report. These matters were 
never. agitated before the Commission of Inquiry and no complaint on these matters was 
ever raised at any tim» before and it is not mere coincidence that these matters have been 
raised along with the so called “follow up action". 


(j) The pettioner has also been asked to explain decisons taken by him in the discharge o f 
his quasi.judicial functions under the Motor Vehicils Act, 1939, when the petitioner dealt 
in the matters of Sandhu Bus Service as State Transport Commissioner under the Motor 
. Vehicles Act. 


(k) That the charges against the petitioner are so patently frivolous, malicious an d 
án utter disregard of facts that their bringing cannot be explained except by the mala fides 
Of the State Government and of the Chief Minister acting through the machinery of the 
State Government. The correct position in regard to each charge and call for explanation 
has been explained in Annexure M-ito T-i and the petitioner craves leave to refererto them, 
Hereunder the petitioner points out the obvious fallacies. 


The Oriental Spun Pipe Co, 


: This charge was dropped by the Memorialists and not pressed before the Enquiry 
"Commission. 


(a) The statement of allegations on which the charges against the petitioner are 
based describes the petitioner as Director of Industries on the 21st March, 1960 &whereas 
- point of fact the petitioner was appointed to that post for the first time on the Sth :May, 


(b) The petitioner is charged with grave misconduct and ‘lack of “absolute integrity 
-and devotion to duty” because it is alleged that he did not take any action against the company 
‘for itsfailure to set up its factory. This would have been the responsibilty not of the. Director 
of ‘Industries but that of the Central Government who had licensed the undertaking under 
the Industries (Development and Regulations), Act, 1951. And in fact it is on record that 
the Government of India had itself extended the company's license from time to time. 


(c) A frivolous and flippant charge has been based on the fact that the petitioner did 
not controvert or.comment in detail on -each and every statement or suggest ion made 
in a letter from the Company. The State Government knows that there was फंस fact :no 
action taken in line with an alleged suggestion attributed to the petitioner in the companys 
letter specially when the letter of the company itself made a mention that the matter be 
examined thoroughly. 


Milk Products Factory Project 


In effect the explanation of the petitioner has been called for, .for ‘having 
‘under the instructions the State Government, a tentative agreement with a Finish Party 
for' setting. up. the Milk Product plant which proposal was ultimately given:up-as the -project 
-was found to be technically unsound and commercially unprofitable. In.factithe ‘project 
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was to be implemented by the department of Agriculture. The petitioner was instructed 
to proceed to Finland for preliminary negotiations as he happened to be in the United 
States on Government deputation. The conduct of the petitioner for having carried out the 
instructions of the State Government had been made the subject matter of an explanation. 
This matter has now been dropped. 


Air Rifle Factory 


The petitioner has been charge-sheeted for negotiating under instructions of the 
State Government a collaboration agreement for the establishment of an Air Rifle Factory 
in the Punjab when the schem: was approved by the concerned Departments of the Govern- 
ment of India, the Planning Commission, the Department of Economic Affairs and by the 
Council of Ministers, Punjab. The Primary purpose of the scheme was to give defence 
orientation to the training of young children in schools in the emergency created by the 
Chinese Aggression. 


(b) In the summary of allegation on which the charge has been based, it is stated 
that a company known as the Punjab Air Rifles Ltd., had been incorporated on the 28th 
March, 1963, and the collaboration agreement was signed on the 18th June, 1963, implying 
thereby that the petitioner was too anxious to bring the project into being. "These state- 
ments are patently incorrect. The collaboration agreement was in fact signed in June, 1963 
but was finalized in January, 1964, after the approval of the Government of India, and the 
company was actually incorporated thereafter. 


New India Spinning and Weaving Mills 


(a) The petitioner has been charged on six counts, under this head out of which 4 
matters were either not dealt with by the petitioner at all or related to the period when the 
petitioner was not the Director of Industries. In one matter the concerned officer has 
admitted on record that he took action on his own without consulting the petitioner but the 
petitioner has been charge.sheeted on that point never the less, and no action has been taken 
against the concerned officer presumably because in the eyes of the Chief Minister the act 
does not amount to misconduct when done by other officers but is misconduct or the part 
of the petitioner even though the petitioner did not authorise it. 


Napco Industries 


In this case, one of the points on which the petitioners explanation has been called 
for is that in the affidavit before the Commission of Inquiry, the petitioner had stated that 
he met the representative of Napco Industries Inc. for the first time in August, 1962 and had 
not even heard of them before that but that there are letters on the file according to which 
the petitioner had met the representatives of Napco Company on the 30th July, 1962. The 
Petitioner had made the statement attributed to him in the context of the allegation that in 
1960-61 the petitioner had visited United States for training with Greyhound Lines but in 
actual fact for establishing contact with Directors of Napco Incorporated, who had earlier 
visited the Punjab, obviously the affidavit related to the contact of the ptitioner with Napco 
incorporated, i. e. the American company incorporated in the United States, whereas the 
reference in the letter is to the representative of the Indian Company, namely Napco Beval 
Gears of India Ltd. The affidavit of the petitioner has been deliberately twisted for the 
sole purpose of using it as a base for building up an alleged lapse on the part of the petitioner. 


Sandhu Bus Service 


In this प ms petitioner is required to explain his decision taken in the discaharge 
of quasi judicial functions under the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939, which cannot be made the 
subject matter of an explanation. 


National Motors 


In this case the actions of the Petitioner as the purchasing authority have been deliber- 
ately confused with those of an indenting authority, for the purpose of putting the blame 
on the petitioner for the purchase of Doge Vehicles from National Motors which make of 
vehicles had been indented by the Transport Department which department was not under 
the charge of the petitioner at that time. The selection of makes of vehicles to be purchased 
was the function of the Transport Department of the Government which was the indenting 
authority and the petitioner as the Stores purchasing authority had to make purchases of the 
vehicles selected by that indenting authority. | 
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(L) Even though the petitioner was only one of the many officers who handled these 
cases and in almost all cases the petitioner was not the deciding authority, the petitioner has 
ben singled out for action in most of the cases. In one instance an officer has admitted on 
record that he took action on his own without consulting the petitioner but the petitioner 
has been charge.sheeted in that case also and not the officer concerned. In certain instances 
the petitioner has been charged in respect of periods when the petitioner was not an incumbent 
of the office concerned and even after this has been explained, no explanations have been 
called for from the concerned officers. The action of the State Government violate 
the Prov sigas of Article 14 of the Constiution. The petitioner craves leave to give a few 
examples. 


The Oriental Spun Pipe Company 


In this case the acquisition of land for the said company was made not by the petitioner but 
by the petitioner’s predecessor. The petitioner’s predecessor has not been asked to explain 
his conduct whereas it is the petitioner who has been charge-sheeted. This case was raised 
before the Das Commission as “Surrendra Overseas " but was not pressed by even the 
Memorialists. The petitioner's superior Officer, Sh. R.S. Talwar, filed a detailed affidavit 
before the commission explaining the position of the Government and taking responsibility 
for filing the appeal against value assessment by the Land Acquisition Officer. Inspite - 
of this the present Chief Minister through the machinery of the State Government has chosen 
to charge sheet only the petitioner. 


Milk Products Factory Project 


Besides the petitioners, Shri M.C. Mehra, O.S.D., Industries Department, Shri S.S. 
Parmar, the Milk Commissioner, the Finance Secretary and the Agriculture Secretary were 
activiely associated with this project, but none of them had been asked to explain. 


Air Rifles Factory 


This case was processed by Shri M.C. Mehra, O.S.D., Industries Dpartment. 
It was approved by Shri R.S. Talwar, Secretary Industries Department, 
who was then the  Petitioner's senior Officer and it was further approved 
by the Finance Department, the Chief Minister and the Council of Ministers which included 
at that time S. Darbara Singh, the present Home Minister. But the petitioner alone has been 
charge-sheeted. f 


New India Spinning Mills 


. This matter was also dealt with by Shri M.C. Mehra, O.S.D. Industries Department 
Shri A.C. Kohli, joint Director, Industries and Shri R.S. Talwar, Secretary, Industries, 
D ene who was the petitioner's senior officer, but no action has been taken against 
any ol them. 


à Napco Industries 


This matter was initiated by Shri M.C. Mehra, O.S.D., Industries Department. 
It was then approved by Shri R.S. Talwar, Secretary, Industries Department, who was the 
petitioner’s senior officer. It was also approved by Shri Sampuran Singh, Finance Secretary, 
the Legal Remembrancer and the Council of Ministers which included S. Darbara Singh, 
at present Home Minister. Only the petitioner has been asked to explain. 


Seamless Tubes Project 


This project was initiated with the approval of the State Government and the council 
of Ministers. It was approved by the Government of India. The Council of Ministers 
again considered it. The Finance Department provided funds for the project. The Planning 
Commission approved this project for inclusion of the project in the plans of the State Go- 
vernment . Shri R.S. Talwar, petitioner's superior officer, is one of the promoters of the 
Company and a nominee of the Government on the Board of Directors. Inspite of approval 
at all levels, the petitioner has been singled out and asked to explain his position. 


Wool-Combers Society Case 


The subject concerns the selection and deputation of an officer of the Industries 
Department for negotiating agreements and purchase o. machinery on behalf of the wool- 
combers 3७९०४ . The society selected and nominated the officer concerned and made 
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arrangements for the expenses in connection with the deputation. The Government 


approved the deputation of the officer with the concurrence of the Finance Department. 
Now this has been made the basis of a demand for explanation from the petitioner. 


(m) That out of nine cases in which the petitioner has been charged or has been asked 
to explain his conduct, decision in three cases namely, Napco Industries, Air Rifles and 
Seamless Tubes, had been taken by the Council of Ministers on the 3rd April, 1963, 7th/ s 
14th August, 1963 and 20th February, 1964. The petitioner is now being asked to explain 
and defend the decision of the Council of Ministers, which is contrary and opposed to the 
Constitutional position on the responsibility of Ministers and the duties of civil servants 


(n) The apprehensions of the petitioner, have proved to be justified by the fact 
that in one of the cases, viz., the case of Napco Industries, referred to in (n) above, the State 
Government has already communicated to the petitioner that his explanation has not been 
found to be satisactory and that the petitioner's performance in this case has been viewed 
witk lisolzasare ani that a copy of tnis communication is being placed on the petititioner's 
personal file and the petitioner has been cautioned to be careful in future. A copy of this 
com nunication is at Annexure ‘H’. This action of the State Government is under orders of the 
Chief Minister proves the mala fides of the Chief Minister as explained here under, besides 
being in violation of Article 341 of the Constitution and of the All-India Services (Dicipline ; 
and Appeals Rules,) 1955 pore 


(a) The copy of the communication Annexure ‘H’ will make it clear that it is a censure 
within the meanings of the penalties mentioned in Rule 3 of All -India Services ( Discpline 
and Appeal) Rules, 1955, Before such a penalty could be imposed, the provision of Rule 
5 had to be complied with.. The petitioner has not been informed of the grounds on which 
it was proposed to take action nor had the petitioner been afforded an adequate opportunity 
to defend himself 


(b) That the placing of this communication on the personal file of the petitioner.is 
a stigma, which would damage the unblemished service record of the petitioner and is bound 
to adversely affect his career 


(c) the petitioner has thus been punished without an inquiry and in the very face of the 
conclusions reached by the Commission of Inquiry, which completely exonerated the peti- 
tioner and passed strong strctures against the Memorialists as submitted in paragraph 13 k 
above The petitioner craves leave to reproduce the relevant passage from the commission's 
report— 

**On the basis of the evidence furnished by these properly verified counter affidavits 
the relevant portions of which have been summarised above and which 
the commission accepts as true it will be seen that all the major promises 
of Maulvi Abdul Ghani Dar's affidavits were incorrect. On December 19 
1963, Maulvi Abdul Ghani Dar asked question in Parliament and Shri C 
Subramaniam the Minister for Steel, Mines and Heavy Engineering told him 
in answer that no offer was made by Napco to the Government of India q 
to set up a gear making plant in 1959 or to sell any machinery, that the 
machinery was purchased in 1940 ànd 1953 and have been reconditioned 
and guaranteed as for new machines that the evaluation of 1960 made at the 
instance of the Indian Embassy related to fair market value of the machinery 
as well as the replacement cost of tools, jigs, fixtures, etc. and that the 
assessed value was put at 4,743,190 and that the evaluation made in 1961 
at the instance of Aid was confined to only the tools, jigs, fixtures etc. and 
was put at 2,087,077. One would have thought that after all these facts came 
to their knowledge, the Memorialists would quietly drop the charge. Indeed 
this charge was not urged by the learned Counsel when the arguments for 
the Memorialists were going on. On May 6, 1964, i. e long after 
learned Counsel for the Memorialists had closed their case, a written note 
was presented to the Commission on this topic. The Commission has 
gone through the note with the attention that his respect for learned Counsel 
demands, but it finds nothing in it to support this charge.” 


The Punjab Government had nothing to do with the matter at any time before 1t 
was approached to give a guarantee and to reduce the stamp duty and that itis all it did f 
The decision was taken at a meeting of the Cabinet The Commission is satisfied that the — 
insistence even on this flagrantly untenable charge is indicative only of the strained relation 
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that exists between the Memorialists and S. Partap Singh Kairon ad which warped their 
vision and vitiated their mind and faculty of reasoning. 


(c) The officers of the State Government were made to doctor the files so as to im- 
plicate the petitioner. One Shri M.C. Mehra, Officer on Special Duty for Heavy Projects 
in the Industries Department who was thus associated with the Air Rifles Factory Scheme 
from its very inception expressed on record his views on the file on the feasibility of this 
scheme in the following terms— 


** It is submitted that the collaboration agreement with the Daisy Manufacturing 
Company was concluded after protracted nogotiations both in U.S.A, and 
India and the terms of the agreements must be deemed to be extremely favour- 
able from the view point of India. The collaborators are providing entire 
technical assistance in lieu of comparatively small payment. Having regard 
to thelarge scale manufacturing business carried on by.them the collaboration 
in question is more an act of goodwill towards India than a proposition 
of any substantial financial advantage to them.”’ 


The countries to which export bythe Punjab Company have been agreed to by the 
collaborators are very much nearer to India and in view of the economy in the cost of trans- 
port there is substantial scope for the Punjab Company to develop and export market there 


After assumption of office by the present Ministry, the same Shri M.C. Mehra, was 
made specially to doctor the relevant file for Shri Krishnaswamy. Shri Mehra prepared a 
note now on the file contradicting the above stand previously taken by him on the file. He 
did so without an quota of fresh material which could explain the change in his opinion onthe 
matter and therefore his conduct can only be explained by the intense pressure exerted 
by the Chief Minister to implicate the petitioner by fair means of foul. On the same file 
above mentioned Shri Chauhan, Special Secretary to the Chief Minister made a noting to 
the effect that he had consulted the Secretary, Industries who had consented to the scrapping 
of the scheme on the ground that it was uneconomic. The Secretary, Industries, however 
on the first opportunity of going through that noting recorded in the margin that he had 
not been consulted as was falsely represented by Shri Chauhan. Thus in his anxiety to 
implicate the petitioner, Shri Chauhan did not stop at putting a false statement on record 
This again shows that underhand forces are at work and that improper and unlawful 
methods are being employed by the Chief Minister in order to implicate the petitioner. 


As a result of follow-up action of the Das Commission Report, action was initiated 
against about 3 officers, several of them belonging to the Indian Administrative Service 
While. all other officers including those who were adversely commented upon 
by the Das Commission, continued in their original posts or were given 
equivalent posts, the petitioner along, against whom there were no adverse remarks 
in the said Report, was relegated to a post of lesser responsibility carrying lower 
emoluments, namely, Director Town and Country Planning. He was further designated as 
Deputy Secretary, whereas officers junior to him are acting as Joint Secretaries. The post 
of Director, Town and Country Planning carries a special pay of Rs 100 p.m. whereas 
petitioner was over the last four years, holding posts carrying special pay of Rs 200 p.m. and 
even to day several officers, junior to the petitioner are holding posts carrying special pay of 
more than Rs 100 p. m. "This was deliberately done to humiliate the petitioner in the eyes 
of his service colleagues and in violation of Articles 14 and 16 of the Constitution 


At the meeting of the transport officers held on the 26th December, 1964, and in the 
presence of about 20 officers, the Chief Minister made the allegation that under instruction 
of the petitioner, the officers of the Transport Department were not working satisfactorily 
and were sabotaging the transportservices. This totally false and slanderous allegation was 
made by the Chief Minister to malign and to lower the petitioner in the eyes of his erstwhile 
subordinates in the Transport Department, which the petitioner had served with credit as 
is obvious from the particulars of his service record mentioned in paragrephs 5, 6 ard 7 
of this petition. The statement of the Chief Minister was given wide publicity and was 
also reported inthe vernacular press.  Englishtranslation of the said press reportis appended 
and marked Annexure 'Z'. The discussion by the Chief Minister is a conclusive evidence 
of the working of the mind of the Chief Minister. The petitioner, however. submits that 
the Chief Minister had no Justification to make such an allegation or to suggest either 
directly or indirectly the association of the petitioner with the matter 


(r) After the petitioner returned from his forced leave, he was not allowed to continue as 
Director of Industres, but was appointed to the post of Director, Tawn and Country Plann- 
ing at Chandigarh. However, within three weeks of this appointment, the Chief Minister, on his 
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own initiative and in furtherance of his malafideaim is said to have ordered without followin® 
the normal procedure that the petitioner be transferred out of Chandigarh to Kulu as 
Deputy Commissioner and is said to have passed adverse remarks against the petitioner- 
The Chief Minister apparently passed this order without consulting the superior officers of the 
petitioner, namely, the Secretary, Town and CountryPlanning Department, who appreciated 
the petitioner’s work and ability and devotion to duty during that very period and recorded 
thesame. A letter of appreciation from the said Secretary is appended herewith and marked 
annexure Z the petitioner had previously conveyed to the Chief Minister through the Chief 
Secretary his intention of seeking legal remedies against the harrasment and humiliation 
caused to him by the State Government under orders of the Chief Minister. The petitioner 
had clearly indicated that he was in consultation with his legal advisers. Obviously, 
therefore, the Chief Minister in order to deprive the petitioner of legal advice and assistance 
and to deny him the opportunity of protecting his legal rights, issued the above said order 
for his transfer to a far off place like Kulu. This action on the part of the Chief Minister 
in addition to amounting to an attempt to deny the petitioner his legal right would also 
result in further humiliation of the petitioner. The petitioner is senior to all but two Deputy 
Commissioners in the 19 Districts of the Punjab, while the posting at Kulu is one of the 


least important charges. The Chief Minister could not have passed this order but for ulterior 
motives. 


(s) That the petitioner has actually been transferred to Talwara with powers of a 
Collector for the purpose of land acquisition. The post is the junior most for an I.A.S 


officer. The order was passed not in the interest of administration but to humiliate the 
peti tioner. 


. (t) The petitioner requested for the postponment of the transfer to enable him to 
pursue his remedies at law but the request was refused Then the petitioner applied for leave 
requesting that it will be needed for preparaton of his case. This was also refused by the 
Government on 13th January, 1955 (Annexure WI to W2). This action on the part of the 
State Government is actuated by the desire to deprive the peti'ioner of legal advice and 


assistance and to deny him the opportunity of protecting his legal rights and it thus virtually 
amounts to contempt of court. 


(22) That in instituting the above-said proceedings against the petitioner and also 
in transferring the petitioner from post to post, the Chief Minister, through the machinery 
of the State Government, has acted without the authority of law and in abuse of powers and 
mala fide for the achievement of an ulterior motive and in order to victimise , harass, humiliate 
and defame the petitioner in the guise of the follow-up action of the Das Commission 


Report , even though the petitioner was completely exonerated in that report after thorough 
inquiry by the Commission. 


(23) From the resume of facts and circumstances indicated above, it is clear that the 
main purpose for the initiation of the enquiry is not in the interest of the service or to fird 
out any misconduct which may have been committed by the petitioner. But the dcmirent 
motive and  purposeis the harassment and humiliation of the petitioner and to fulfil 
the desire of the respondent Chief Minister to somehow involve the petitioner so as to satisfy 
his political supporters who are opposed to Shri Partap Singh Kairon and to satisfy his 


own belief however unfounded that the petitioner was a favourite friend confidente and 
Should thus not go scot free. | 


(24) That the petitioner demanded justice in as much as in the various replies to 
charge-sheets and explanations the petitioner pointed out that the present impugned 
proceedings against him had been resorted to for ulteior motives but justice had been denied 


(25) That the petitioner has no other alternative remedies and is therefore filirg the 
present writ petition he is entitled Ex debito justitiae to the relief prayed for. | 


, (26) That no similar petition in the same matter has previcusly tecr filed Ey the 
petitioner either in the Supreme Court of India or in this Hon'ble Court. i 
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B It is , therefore, prayed that this Hon'ble Court may be pleased to grant the following 
reliefs: 
(a) A direction quashing the proceedings being taken in the 3 charge-sheets at 
Annexures M,N and; O. 


(b) A direction restraining the respondents to take any further action or proceedings 

under or in furtherance of or in pursuance of the purported ` charge-sheets 

= and demands for explanations issued to the petitioner as at Annexures M, 
N, O, P.Q.R.S.T. and U.: 


(c) A direction quashing the penality of censure conveyed to the petitioner as 
per Annexure “FP; 


and / or 


(d) Any other writ or direction which this Hon’ble Court may deem fit and proper 
in the circumstances of the present case. 


It is further prayed that the cost of and incidental to this petition may also be awarded_ 
to the petitioner.

GROUND OF APPEAL 


1. Because the Hon'ble High Court has adopted an erroneous approach in that it 
has dealt with various inquiries and proceedings without first asking the question "How 
did it all arise ?" The letter of the 17th July, 1964 from the Respondent Chief Minister 
to the Home Minister, Government of India, clearly shows tbat the object of the decision 
to make the Petitioner the target was not to maintain purity and probity of the Services 
but was an extraneous political object viz., to stablilize his position and win public ac- 
claim in the atmosphere created by the publication of Das Report 


2. Because the High Court has erred in believing that the question of inference of 
a collateral extraneous purpose as indicative of mala fide from that admitted letter is 
question of fact. The question of mala fide or acticn outside the scope of a power may 
be based on facts but is always a question of law 


3. That the High Court, once having conceded, as a principle of fundamental pro- 
tection of the Civi] Servant, the proposition that a civil servant shall not be subjected to 
harassment by a successor regime merely because he was reported to be loyal to the rre- 
vious regime, failed to see that the actions and proceedings which came to be started 
against the Petitioner arose out of the strong desire to punish the Petitioner as evidenced 
by the said letter of the Chief Minister 


4. That the Hon'ble High Court erred in not following the principle laid dcwn in 
Dr. Partap Singh's case by the Supreme Court of India (AIR 1964 January SC 72). 


That the Hon'ble High Court has failed to appreciate that a power exercised mala t 
fide and or for ulterior purposes is an illegal exercise of power. 


5. Because the Hon'ble Court has failed to deal with and decide on the plea of the 
Petitioner that the initiation of proceedings and the taking of other actions against the 
Petitioner was in violation of the Fundamenta] Rights of equality before the law, equal 
protection of the law and equality of opportunity guaranteed under Articles 14 and 16 
of the Constitution of India. 


6. Because the Hon'ble Court has failed to deal with and decide on the plea of the 
Petitioner that in three cases namely, Napco Industries, Air Rifles Factory Project and 
Seamless Tubes contrary to the basic constitutional position on theresponsibility of Minis- 
ters and the rights and duties of the civil servants, proceedings were initiated against the 
Petitioner whereunder he was asked to explain and defend the decisions of the previous 
Councils of Ministers 


7. Because the Hon'ble Court has failed to deal with and decide on the plea of the 
Petitioner that in the case of Sandhu Bus Service, proceedings had been initiatied against 
him where under he was asked to explain and defend a decision taken by him in his quasi- 
judicial capacity 


8. Because the Hon'ble Court has failed to appreciate that in law the responsitility 
fora decision to initiate departmental proceedings against an cfficer can rest. only with 
the State Government, namely the Minister-in-charge who was the Chief Minister in this 
case, and that that responsibility could not be avoided on the plea either that the Chief 
Minister acted onthe recommendations and advice of some other officer of the State or = 
that the decision to initiate proceedings was the act of some other officer of the State | 
The Hon'ble Court has failed to follow the law laid down in the Supreme Court's decision -, 
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in Dr. Partap Singh versus The State of Punjab (AIR 1964 January SC 72) wherein the 
Supreme Court held as proved the mala fides of then Chief Minister in instituting depart- 
mental proceedings against Dr. Partap Singh and quashed the said proceedings "in spite 
of and in the face of an affidavit of an officer of the State to the effect that the decision to 
institute proceedings against Dr. Partap Singh was made bona fide in the exercise of law- 
ful power vested in the Government and that the contention of Dr. Partap Singh that the 
— . orders were passed on account of the personal ill will of the Chief Minister was wrong. 
The Hon'ble Court ought to have applied the principle of the said decision of the Supreme 
Court and having found that the Chief Minister was prejudiced againstthe Petitioner 
it ought not to have proceeded on the footing that if the proceedings were taken on the 
recommendations and advice of an officer of the State it could not be said that they were 
taken because of the prejudice of the Chief Minister. 


9. The Hon'ble Court has misconstrued the principle underlying the conditions of 
the service of civil servants by propounding the proposition that as the Chief Minister 
was not a stranger to the State nor to the political party to which the previous ministry 
belonged, he was entitled to proceed against the Petitioner on the basis of impressions 
formed during the period when he was not in the Government and when the Petitioner 
had not worked under him. The instructions of the Government are that no officer 
should record his remarks in the Confidential Report of his subordinate officer unless he 
has seen his work and conduct for three months, and that if the officer has served under 
the reporting authority for less than three months, the opinion of the officer under whom 
he had served previous to himshould be obtained. Onthe contrary, the Hon’ble Court 
has observed” nor of course does it take very long for a Minister to acqaint himself with 
facts in which he may be interested," All the facts with regard to the conduct of the 
Petitioner on record showed him to be an outstanding officer, but the Chief Minister 
disregarded the same, obviously because of mala fide intent. 


10. Because, the Chief Minister having clearly stated in theletter that after careful 
perusal, no case will be made out against the petitioner in Das Commission follow-up, 
itis nothing but malice to seek to justify the action against the Petitioneronthe ground of 
follow-u» action of Das Commission. The putting of theresponsibility on Shri Krishna- 
SW my is clearly an excuse as the Chief Minister had already studied the facts so far as the 
Petitioner was concerened and found that there was no case against the 

i petitioner. 


XN 11. Because the Hon'ble Court has failed to appreciate that frequent transfers of 

the Petitioner ordered by the Chief Minister amounted, and were, by way of punishment 

as admitted by the Chief Minister and it ought to have followed the principle of law laid 

down by the Supreme Court in P.C. Wadhwa versus State of Punjab (AIR 1964 SC 423) 

that the adoption of such devious means of punishment in themselves establish mala 

ides. 
f 12. Because the Hon'ble Court has taken note only of the communication of the 
| *displeasure' and has not only not appreciated the significance in law of the placing of 

sx the communication of this displeasure on the personal file of the Petitioner, but has wrong- 
ly assumed that apart from the communication of the displeasure no further action was 
taken by the Government. It has failed to appreciate that the placing of a ‘‘displeasure’ 

on the personal file of the Petitioner is a blemish on the Petitioner, as would most certainly 
affect the future chances of promotion of the Petitioner, and is consequently in effect a 
Step towards punishing the Petitioner though not punishment under the rules. The 
Hon'ble Court has failed to appreciate that if this type of punishment has not been provi- 
ded for in the Rules, it could not have been placed on the personal file of the Petitioner, 
on the principle of law that what cannot be done directly could not be done indirectly. 
The device of ‘displeasure’ was introduced with mala fide intent after it was known that 
no punishment could be awarded to the Petitioner. The Hon’ble Court has also failed 
to refer to the extremely flimsy nature of the grounds on which displeasure has been com- 

municated even though all those matters were argued and placed before it. 


13. Because the following matters, which were raised in the petition and argued 
at length, have been ignored by the Hon'ble Court and these are very material to deter- 
mine whether the malice of the Chief Minister against the Petitioner as shown in his letter 


£ ` dated 17th July, 1964 to the Union Home Minister is reflected in his subsequent deci- 
sions :— | 
ge (a) The State Government connived at defaming the Petitioner. 
(b) The scope of the follow-up action by Shri Krishnaswamy on Das Commission 
Report was specially extended to include only four additional cases namely 
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[Chief Minister] - 
Air Rifles, Milk Project, Seamless Tubes and Wool Combers Society which 
were neither before the Das Commission nor were in any way connected 
with the affairs of the Kairon family, and all these cases were such in which 
the Petitioner was connected. 


(c) The Petitioner was asked to explain decisions taken by him in the discharge of 
his quasi-judicial functions under the Motor Vehicles Act ; — 


(d) Even though the Petitioner was one of the many officers who handled the cases 
which were the subject matter of the proceedings against the Petitioner and 
in almost all these cases the Petitioner was not the deciding authority, the r 
Petitioner was in most cases singled out for departmental action. 


(e) In the cases of the Orient Spun Pipe and New India Spinning Mills, the Peti- 
tioner was charged in respect of periods when he was not an incumbent 
of the office and even when this was explained, no explanations were called 
for from the concerned officers. 


(f) The Petitioner was asked to explain and defend the decisions of the Council 
of Ministers contrary to the constitutional position regarding the respon- | 
sibility of Ministers and the rights and duties of a civil servant. 


(g) The file relating to the Air Rifles Project, which project was approved by the 
previous Council of Ministers and which concerned a matter which was not | 
before the Das Commission, was sent to Shri Krishnaswamy. The file : 
was later noted on by the Chief Minister, who reversed the decision of the 
previous Council of Ministers and simultaneously asked that the file should 
3 be returned to Shri Krishaswamy adding that the question of fixing respon- 
sibility would be gone into later. This clearly laid down the line of action h 
to be taken by Shri Krishnaswamy. Subseguently a charge.sheet, para- 
phrasing the noting of the Chief K. ws issued to the Petitioner in 
an effort to fix on him the responsibility for the decisions of the previous 
Council of Ministers. ‘ 


(h) The Government officers were made to change their original opinion for the +A 
purpose of involving the Petitioner, as 1s apparent from the Air Rifles rd 
case. न 


14. Because the Hon'ble Court has stated that the Petitioner's counsel had not 

asked to judge between the rival allegations of fact and had frankly stated that for the 

purposes of his case, the Petitioner's specific allegation about these matters may be ig- 

nored and the case judged on the basis of the admitted facts. This statement of the Hon’ 

ble Court does not reflect the proposition. What the Counsel for the Petitioner stated 

was that the mala fide of the Chief Minister against the Petitioner was proved abundantly g 
even on admitted facts, and that he did not find it necessary to request the High Court 

to go into disputed questions on affidavits. He never said that the allegations which had 

been denied by the Respondents should be ignored. Besides the Hon'ble Court has 

ignored even the admitted facts as detailed below :— 


(a) That the personal raid by the Chief Minister at the office of the Transport 
Controller was for the purpose of tracing a file which concerned the conduct 
of the Petitioner in connection with the National Motors case. 


(b) That the appointment of three officers was made by the Chief Minister him- 
self and the Petitioner had previously given adverse reports regarding the 
work of these officers. 


(c) The Petitioner was asked to explain decisions taken by him in discharge of 
his quasi-judicial functions under the Motor Vehicles Act ; 


(d) Even though the Petitioner was one of the many officers who handled the cases, 
and in almost all these cases, the Petitioner was not deciding authority, the 
Petitioner was in most cases singled out for departmental action. 
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(e) In certain cases, the Petitioner was charged in respect of periods when he was - 
not an incumbent of the office and even when this was explained, no expla- 
nations were called for from the concerned officers. 


(f) The Petitioner was asked to explain and defend the decisions of the Council of 


Ministers contrary to the constitutional position regarding the rights and 
duties of a civil servant. 


(g) In the case of Air Rifles, the orders were passed by the Chief Minister, revok- 
i ing the decision of the previous Council of Ministers and then the file was 
sent to Shri Krishnaswamy by the Chief Minister. The relevant file was 
` produced by the Respondents before the Hon'ble Court, which demons- 
trated the fact that the file had been sent by the Chief Minister to Shri Krish- 
= P bern) which had been suppressed bythe Respondents in their 
affidavit. | 
15. Because the Hon'ble Court erred by holding contrary to the admitted facts 
t hat the charge-sheets were issued only after first sending for the explanations of the Peti- 
tioner and then issuing charge sheets after consideration of the said explanations. Actually 


the charge sheets were issued to the Petitioner without first getting the explanation 
of the Petitioner. | 


."16.. Because the Hon’ble Court has stated that the new Ministry decided that some 
follow-up action was necessary and an officer (Shri B.S. Manchanda) borrowed from the 
Government of India was appointed on special duty but within a short time, another 
officer—a retired member of the Indian Civil Service Shri Krishnaswamy was employed 
on this task. A part of this statement is contrary to the admitted facts. . Actually Shri 
Manchanda was appointed by the Care-taker Ministry headed by Dr. Gopi Chand Bhar- 
gava who was replaced after a short time by the New Ministry headed by Shri Ram Kishan. 


17. Because the Hon'ble Court has observed that not a word had been said against ` 
the impartiality and capability of Shri Krishnaswamy whereas the Petitioner had speci- 
fically alleged in para 21 of the Petition that "Shri Ram Kishan mala fide utilised the machi- 

nery of the State Government for a purpose beyond the scope of the power held by the State 
Government....” Again the Petitioner stated in para 22 of the Petition that “....in 
initiating the above said proceedings and also by transferring the Petitioner from post 
to post, the Chief Minister through the machinery of the State Government acted without 
authority of law and in abuse of the power and mala fide...." The Hon'ble Court has 
failed to appreciate that Shri Krishnaswamy was part of the machinery of the State 
Government, was its paid servant whose tenure of office was wholly dependent on the 
Chief Minister's will and as such cannot be regarded as an independent person and that 
there is a specific allegation that the Chief Minister mala fide utilised the machinery of 


the State Government which would include Shri Krishnaswamy and any other officer 
subordinate to the Chief Minister. 


18. Inparticular the High Court should not have omitted to consider the significance 
of the fact that in para 21(0) (Page 41) of the Chief Secretary's affidavit, a crucial sen- 
tence had been omitted from the quotation and an effort had been made to conceal the . 
fact that the Chief Minister had been sending instructions to Shri Krishnaswamy on 
matters relating to the Petitioner. The Hon'ble Court was shown the original file of the 
Air Riflles Project which demonstrated that :— 


(i) the crucial sentence had been omitted. 

(ii) the file which concerned the Petitioner but which was not in any way before 
the Das Commission or connected with the follow up action on the Das 
Commission Report had been sent to Shri Krishnaswamy by the Chief 
Minister and had travelled to and from Krishnaswamy and other officers. 


19. Because the Hon'ble Court has stated that an experienced officer from outside 
the State was entrusted with the task of investigation and that it was not reasonable to 
think that an experienced officer in the circumstances could have permitted any 
extraneous consideration to enter his mind. The Hon'ble Courthas failed to 
appreciate that Shri Krishnaswamy was appointed as an officer of the State 
GOvernment and hethereupon ceased to be an outsider and became a part of the 
machinery of the State Government subject to the orders of the Chief Minister. 
nor did he have any judicial or quasijudicial authority. TheHon’ble Court has 
failed to appreciate that when an admittedly experienced and capable officer 
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makes one gross error after another in regard to the  basicfacts, 
which form the kernal of the statement of allegations, then the inference is inescapable 
that he is merely acting on lines which he believed would satisfy the Chief Minister 
The Hon’ble Court has failed to take into account the following gross errors, which were 
admitted by the Respondents to have been done by Shri Krishnaswamy 


(i) In the charges framed in connection with the New India Spinning Mills the 
first two counts did not pertain to the Petitioner. The Respondents were -p 
thus obliged to drop them. In one of the counts another officer (Shri | 
M.C, Mehra) who was concerned with it, had admitted to have written 
r neon on his own initiative and still the Petitioner was charge- 
sheete 
(i) In the Summary of allegations on which the charge-sheet pertaining to 
the Orient Spun Pipes case was based, the Petitioner was shown as 
Director of Industries in 1960 whereas he had joined the Department for 
the first time in 1962 


(iij) In the summary of allegations pertaining to the Air Rifles case, it was stated 
that the Company had been incorporated in March,1963 prior to the finali- 
sation ofthe collaboration agreement in 1964. The Company had actually 
been incorporated in 1964 after the signing of the collaboration agreement I 


(१४) It was stated in the Demand for Explanation in connection with the Milk 
Plant case that a meeting had been held by the Chief Minister, Punjab,on | 
the 1st of July, 1963,when the Petitioner gave certain clarifications of the 
project. Actually on 1st July, 1963, the Petitioner was not in India and 
was in the U.S.A 


20. That the Hon'ble Court has failed to appreciate that such an hostile atmos- 
phere was created against persons considered to be associates of the late S. Partap Singh 
Kairon and particularly against the Petitioner that its existence rendered an impartial 
investigation Impossible and vitiated the report of Shri Krishnaswamy in respect of 
the Petitioner's conduct as the Petitioner was considered by the Chief Minister to bea 
very close associate of S. Partap Singh Kairon 


21. That the Hon'ble Court did not take into account that Shri Krishnaswamy 
could not be ignorant of the desire of the Chief Minister to punish the Petitioner on the 
basis of the following facts :— 


(1) The letter sent by the Chief Minister to the Union Home Minister ; 

(2) The sending of the Petitioner on forced leave ; 

(3) The personal raid carried out by the Chief Minister at the Transport office to 
trace a file concerning the Petitioner 


22. Because the Hon'ble Court erred in holding contrary to the express words of 
the Chief Minister in his letter dated 17th July, 1964, to the Union Home Minister,that the 
letter itself mentions that a proper investigation was going to be made. The letter does 
not mention anything of the kind. It only states that ‘‘appropriate action would be taken 
on the recommendations of Das Commission" and states further that there was no case 
in which the Das Commission had held against the Petitioner. There was no question 
then of the institution of any investigation of the type that later came to be conducted 
against the Petitioner. 


23. Because the Hon'ble Court has failed to appreciate that the letter of the Chief र 
Minister addressed to the Union Home Minister demonstrates clearly and incontrover- 
tably the mala fide intent of the Chief Minister to punish the Petijtoner somehow or the 
other and has wrongly inferred that the only purpose of the letter was to suggest to the 
Union Home Minister that the Petitioner should be transferred to another State. It 
has failed to appreciate that the intent was to punish the Petitioner for the fear was that 
the Petitioner could not be legally punished. 


x came 


The High Court has failed to appreciate the above in spite of recording the substance 


of the above letter in the following words ;— " X

(c) The Das Commission has given nothing specific against him and the follow-up 
action on the Das Commission Report may quite possibly establish noth- 
Ing concrete ; 


(d) It would be a pity should this actually come to happen............ es gue tiet d 
and in spite of holding that there was no basis in the allegations that the Petitioner was 
associated with the late S. Partap Singh Kairon in any way other than as a capable 
officer. 


The Hon'ble Court failed to reach the only possibly conclusion that could be 
reached on a perusal of the letter, namely, that the Chief Minister was full of malice 
against the Petitioner and was intent on victimising him on political grounds and that 
the Chief Minister could not be expected to deal with the Petitioner fairly and justly. 


The interpretation put by the Hon'ble Court on the Chief Minister's letter is erro- 
neous and untenable. 


24. Because the High Court erred in believing that the use of the word ‘prejudice’ 
would do away with the question of mala fides. In fact prejudice is one form of mala 
fides, if it is unrelated to actual work done by the officer but is based on gossip. 


25. Because the Hon'ble Court erred in holding that the Chief Minister did not 
allow his prejudice to enter his decisions. Having admitted that the Petitioner was a 
wholly competent officer, the Hon'ble Court could not ignore the decision of Chief Mi- 
nister that the Petitioner was not fit to hold charge of any district. This could only be 
attributed to the malice of the Chief Minister towards the Petitioner. 


26. Because the High Court failed to reach the only further conclusion possible 
namely that all the subsequent decisions of the Chief Minister concerning the Petitioner 
were actuated by that prejudice and were as a result vitiated ab initio. 


The admitted facts while they disclose the prejudice of the Chief Minister against the 
Petitioner, as found by the Hon'ble Court, also disclose that the sad prejudice entered 
the decisions of the Chief Minister. The Hon’ble Court erred in saying that it has not 
been shown that the Chief Minister permitted his prejudice to enter into any of its deci- 
sions, for the Petitioner's case has been that every thing done against the Petitioner by 
Shri Krishnaswamy or others was all done at the instance and inspiration of the Chief 
Minister, as is clear from the following admitted facts :— 


(i) The Chief Minister, immediately after assuming office wrote a letter to the 
Union Home Minister specially and only about the Petitioner, making 
false and sweeping allegations against the Petitioner, knowing full well as 
stated in the letter that there was no case against the Petitioner should not 
be allowed to go scot free and suggesting in the alternative that the Home 
Ministry should transfer the Petitioner outside the State as a measure of 
punishment to him ; 


(ii) The Chief Secretary under instruction of the Chief Minister asked the Peti- 
tioner to proceed on leave ; 


(iii) The Chief Minister himself hand-picked officers inimical to the Petitioner, 
having received adverse reports from him, and placed them in a position 
where they could be used for fishing out cases in order to involve the Peti- 
tioner ; 

(iv) The Chief Minister carried out a personal raid on the Transport office to locate 
a file concerning a matter in respect of which the Petitioner was subsequ- 
ently asked to render an explanation ; 


(v) The Chief Minister himself, at his own initiative ordered the transfer of the 

i Petitioner out of Chandigarh as punishment and also considered the Peti- 

tioner as not fit to be retained at the Headquarters and further declared the 
Petitioner as not desirable to hold the charge of a district ; 


(vi) The file relating to the Air Rifles Project, which Project was approved by the 
previous Council of Ministers and which concerned a matter which was 
not before the Das Commission,was sent to Shri Krishnaswamy. The file 
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[Chief Minister] 

was later noted on by the Chief Minister, who reversed the decision of the 
previous Council of Ministers and simultaneously asked that the files should 
be returned to Shri Krishnaswamy adding that the question of fixing 
responsibility would be gone into later. This clearly laid down the line of 
action to be taken by Shri Krishnaswamy. Subsequently a charge-sheet, 
paraphrasing the noting of the Chief Minister was issued to the Petitioner 
in an effort to fix on the responsibility for the decisions of the previous 
Council of Ministers to the Petitioner; 


(vii) In the following cases though the Petitioner was one of the many officers who 
dealt with the cases and in almost all the cases the Petitioner was not the 
deciding authority the Petitioner alone was singled out for departmental 
action :— 

(i) New India Spinning and Weaving Mills. 
(ii) Air Rifles. . 

(iii) Orient Spun Pipes. 

(iv) Napco Industries. 

(v) Seamless Tubes. 

(vi) Milk Project. 


26. Because it is stated erroneously by the Hon’ble Court that the fact that subse- 
quently many cases against the petitioner were withdrawn indicated the fairness with which 
the whole matter was considered by the State Government, including presumably the P 
Chief Minister, for in many cases after the Petitioner had sent in his explanation, the 
.State Government felt satisfied and decided to drop the matter and that a dishonest mind 
would hardly have adopted that course. The hon'ble Court has failed to see that the 
charges as framed had been based on patently wrong facts given in the statement of alle- 
gations and had to be dropped on that account. In fact the Chief Minister had already 
succeeded in his object of punishing the Petitioner by having caused him harassment, 
humiliation and the frequent transfers denigrading the Petitioner. |

That this is a petition for Special Leave to Appeal against the judgement and 
order dated 27th May, 1965, of the Punjab High Court, Chandigarh, dismissing the 
Writ Petition No. 153 of 1965 filed by the Petitioner. 


2. That the Petitioner is an Officer of the Indian Administrative Services in the 
cadre of the State of Punjab. He is at present posted as Deputy Commissioner, 
Resettlement and Rehabilitation, Irrigation Department at Talwara, Punjab. 


3. That the petitioner has been in permanent service since 1945 and throughout 


his service his record has been outstanding and he hasearned the appreciation of 
three Chief Ministers and severalsenior officers. He was Director of Industries, Punjab, 
from May, 1962 to August, 1964. 


4. That the petitioner has been discharging his duties as a conscientious and loyal 
public servant extending maximum co-operation to his superiors which earned him their 


appreciation as expressed in their reports on the Petitioner's service record and in 
various testimonials, 


5. That in 1963 certain politicians belonging to the opposition parties in the Punjab 
(hereinafter referred to as Memorialists) presented certain charges levelled against the 
then Chief Minister, Sardar Partap Singh Kairon, in a memorial addressed to the 
President of India.

1 11. That Shri Ram Kishan became acutely anxious and took keep personal 
interest to seethat punishment of some sort whether justified, deserved or not, was meted 
out to the Petitioner, whose name he believed was particularly linked with that ofS. 
Partap Singh Kairon and the Memorialists had in their affidavits before the said Com- 


mission alleged that the Petitioner was a favourite and confidante ofS. Partap Singh 
Kairon. —' 


12. That within a few days of taking office,the Chief Minister personally urged 
the Union Home Minister andlater wrote himaletter onthe 17th July, 1964 seeking 
to prejudice and poison the Union Home Minister against the petitioner and suggesting 
punishment and shaking up of the Petitioner by way of transfer outside the State. The 
letter which has been admitted by the Respondents and produced by th*m reads as 


under :—

Respected, 


You will recall that during my last visit to Delhi I mentioned to you a matter of 
considerable importance namely the question of continuanace of Shri P.N. Sahni in the 
E of Punjab. Iam grateful to you for your assurance of urgent consideration of 

IS matter. 


2. Asyou know, Shri P.N. Sahni, as Dircctor of Industries, Puniab isan officer 
belonging to theI.A.S. Prior to his selection into the I. A.S. he was servir g in the Trans- U 
port Department of this State. He was selected as one of the two cr three non-P.C.S. | 
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Officers who have been taken into the L.A.S. in the promotion quota in this State ever 
since the inception of the service. Shri Sahni has been closely associated with Sardar 
Partap Singh Kairon and his family even from the time when he had not come into the 
LA.S. but was General Manager in the Transport Department. As the Report of the 
Commission of Enquiry presided over by Shri Das has revealed there were several 
benefits which were derived by the Kairon family through the Transport Department 
After his selection into the LA.S. he was made Provincial Transport Controller 
and later on in spite of his junior position in the seniority list Shri Sahni was made the 
Director of Industries, a post till then held by comparatively senior officers. The for- 
tunes of the Kairon family have been revealed in their assets which continued to develop 
first in the transport business and then in industrial ventures. Shri Sahni was given a 
special pay of Rs200 per month which was not normally given to an officer of his low senio- 
rity and, in addition, was also given another allowance by giving him ex-officio appoint- 
ment as part-time member of the Punjab State Electricity Board. Gradually, Shri 
Sahni developed into a regular and constant adviser of Sardar Partap Singh Kairon in 
all matters, even those not connected with his own department. As you must have 
heard it was Shri Sahni who was the main brain and active worker behind the scenes 
even in the course of the hearings before the Das Commission. 


3. While appropriate action will be taken on all the recommendations made in 
the Report ofthe Dass Commission, apparently there was no clear case in which the 
Das Commission held Shri P.N. Sahni personally guilty. In the circumstances, it is 
quite possible that this officer may go scot free so far as follow-up action of the Das 
Commission Report is concerned. This would be most anomalous that the main 
architect behind the period of misrule should go scot free while others who happened 
to specially figure in the cases which were proved before the Commission should be 
taken to task. Theman who could intrigue so much and create cliques of the kind 
which he did would not allow any honest and efficient administration to come in. T 
have, therefore, thought over this matter at great length and come to the conclusion that 
it would be not at all desirable to associate Shri P.N. Sahni with the administrative 
affairs of any department in Punjab State. Since itis unlikely that proper action may be 
possible against him on the basis of the Das Commission Report, I thought that the 
alternative was to suggest that he may be transferred out side the State. Since he belongs 
to an All India Service it is quite easily possible for you to order his transfer to the 
LA.S. cadre of some other State. A change to new environments might give him the 
necessary shake up to make him a better and more straight officer. In any case, he 
would not be working in the midst of any vested interests as he would be in Punjab with 
his long association with the Transport Department and his not too noble activities in 
the Industries Department. 


4. For all these reasons, I would recommend to you to transfer Shri P.N. Sahni 
from the Punjab cadre to the cader of some other State and let us have an officer of 
appropriate seniority from some other State whom we could keep in exchange on the 
cadre of our State.

13. That the Government of India declined to transfer the Petitioner outside the 
State cadre and the Chief Minister decided to pursue his proclaimed aim of punishing 
the Petitioner by dealing with him at the State level and through the machinery at his 
command 


14. That onthe 3rd August, 1964 inspite of having reached the conclusion that 
there was no case against the Petitioner on the basis of the Commission of Inquiry Report 
and in spite of having given expression to that conclusion in his letter to the Union 
Minister and before any report or recommendation by Shri Krishnaswamy was ever 
made the Chief Secretary under instructions of the Chief Minister ordered the Petitioner. 
to proceed on leave

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15. That onthe same day before proceeding onleave as aforesaid, the Petitioner 
interviewed the Chief Minister and the Chief Minister told the Petitioner that although 
nothing had been found against the Petitioner by the said Commission he would have to 
proceed against the Petitioner for political reasons 


16. That onthe 11th August, 1964 the Chief Minister accompanied by the Inspec- 
tor-General of Police and the Principal Private Secretary made a personal raid on the 
office of the Transport Controller to look for files pertaining to a case with which the 
Petitioner was connected and at the time of the said raid among other things uttered 
threats against the Petitioner 


17. That thereafter the Chief Minister hand-picked officers who having worked 
under the Petitioner and having received adverse reports from the Petitioner were well- 
known to be inimical towards the Petitioner and placed them in positions with a view to 
concoct cases against the petitioner. Thus oneShri Sitaram was brought back to the 
Transport Department and one Shri G.R. Bhai was brought back to the Industries 
Department. The Petitioner was concernedwith the cases relatingto both these Depart- 


ments. One Shri I.E.N. Chauhan was specially appointed as “Special Secretary to the 
Chief Minister 


18. That even though the Petitioner was completely exonerated by the said 
Commission he was served with charge-sheets in three cases, namely :— 


1. Oriental Spun Pipes Co., 
2. Air Rifles Factory Project, and 
3. New India Spinning and Weaving Mills; 


and where it was found that nothing specific could be alleged, the method of calling for 
explanations was resorted to. Thus explanations were called for in six cases, namely 


1. Napco Industries; 

Sandhu Bus Services; 

National Motors; 

Milk Products Factory Project; 


Seamless Tubes Project, and

19. That whereas was publicly announced by the Chief Minister that Shri Krishna- 
swamy was being as ed to process cases dealt with by the said Commission. it sub- 
sequently emerged tha’ the was given special instructions to extend the scope of his work 
to also look into the following four cases only with which the Petitioner was concerned 
and which were not before the Das Commission and these cases were made the subject 
matter of proceedings against the Petitioner:— 

. Air Rifles Factory, 


Seamless Tubes Co.,

Milk Products Factory Project, and 
4, Wool Combers Society. 


20. That even though the Petitioher was cne of the many officers who handled the 
cases in question and in none of these cases Petitioner was the deciding authority the 
Petitioner has been singled out for proceedings in most of the cases. Inthe case of 
New India Spinning & Weaving Mills even when an officer admitted on record that he 
took action on his own without consulting the Petitioner the Petitioner had been charged 
and not that officer. In certain instances the Petitioner has been charged in respect of 
periods when the Petitoner was not an incumbent of the office concerned and even after 
this has been explained, no charges or demands for explanations have been preferred 
against the concerned officers 
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21. That out of the above nine cases, in three cases, namely, Napco Industries, 
Air Rifles Project and Seamless Tubes, the decisions called into question by the Chief 
Minister had been taken by theCouncil of Ministers then in authority and the Petitioner 
has thus been asked to explain and defend the decision of the Council of Ministers 
when it was his clear duty as a civil servant to implement them. 


22. That inone case, namely, Sandhu Bus Service, the Petitioner has been asked to 
explain decisions taken by him in the discharge of his guasi-judicial functions under the 
Motor Vehicles Act, 1939. 


23. That the charges against the Petitioner and demands for explanation are 
patently frivolous, malicious and in utter disregard of facts. 


24. That the Petitioner submitted his replies to charges and demands for expla- 
nations (except in regard to Seamless Tubes as the relevant files have not been made 
available to the Petitioner.) 


25. That out of the above nine cases, four cases, namely, Orient Spun Pipes, 
Air Rifles Project, Milk Products and Wool Combers Society have since been dropped. 


26. That intwo cases, namely, Napco Industries and Sandhu Bus Service, two com- 
munications of “displeasure” have been sent to the Petitioner and their copies placed on 
the Petitioner's personal file. As stated earlier the Napco Industries case concerned a 
decision of the Council of Ministers and in the Sandhu Bus Service case the Petitioner 
haa acted in exercise of quasi-judicial functions. | 


~ 

27. That while even the officers who were adversely commented upon by the said 
Commission continued in their original posts or were given equivalent posts, the Peti- 
tioner alone, against whom there were no adverse remarks in the Commission of Inquiry 
Report was not allowed to join his post as Director of Industries and was singled out for 
three transfers one after the other within a period of six weeks. He was first Posted as 
Director, Town and Country Planning, then ordered to be posted out of Chandigarh as 
Deputy Commissioner, Kulu, then declared by the Chief Minister as undersirable to hold 
charge of a district and finally relegated to the obscure Post of Deputy Commissioner, 
Resettlement and Rehabilitation at Talwara. 


28. That the petitioner filed a Petition before the High Court for the State of Punjab 
at Chandigarh under Article 226 of the Constitution of India for directions quashing the 
orders and proceedings against the Petitioner. 


29. That in the aforesaid Petition, the Petitioner had stated that the orders and 
proceedings against the Petitioner were, infer alic, inviolation of Articles 14, 16and 311(2) 
of the Constutition of India, and ultra vires the statutory powers under the All India 
Services Act, 1951 as— 


(i) they sought to question acts carried out under orders of the Council of Minis- 
(ii) ihes आए to question orders issued in the exercise of quasi-judicial functions, 
(iii) they were made or taken for purposes extraneous to the Act, 

(iv) they were grounded in the mala fides of the Chief Minister. 


30. That the said Petition was disposed of by the High Court by its judgement 
dated the 27th May, 1965, whereby the Petition of the Petitioner was dismissed. 


31. Thatthe High Court has not at all dealt with the Petitioner’s please as above, 
except only the question of mala fides of the Chief Minister and the violation of Article 
311(2) of the Constitution of India thus neither discussing nor giving a finding on the 
violation of the fundamental rights of the Petitioner and the question of the vires of the 
said orders and proceedings. All these points were argued at length before the High 
Court but the High Court has failed to give any decision thereon. 


32. That even on the question of the mala fides of the Chief Mihister, the High 
Court has, in the face of admitted facts, for examp É the letter written by the Chief Minis- 
ter and the notings made by the Chief Minister on official files, arrived at a conclusion 
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which is contrary to the law laid down in this regard by this Hon'ble Court in the case of 
Dr. Partap Singh Vs. The State of Punjab (A.I.R. 1964 S.C. 72). 
| “ 33. The Petitioner filed an application before the High Court for Leave to Appeal 
1 to this Honb’le Court. The High Court by its order dated the 23rd September, 1965 
| has dismissed the said application and has refused to grant a certificate for Leave to 
Appeal to this Hon'ble Court under Articles 132 and 133 of the Constition of India 
The application has been dismissed on merits and not on the ground of limitation ` 


34. That the Petitioner has been denied his fundamental rights and has been put in x 
peril of an unlawfulinquisition and has been denied justice. "This aspect was also pointed 
out in the application for Leave to Appeal filed before the Punjab High Court but there 
also the High Court has not considered the same 


35. Aggrieved against the judgment dated 27th May, 1965 of the Punjab High Court 
the Petitioner begs to apply for Special Leave to Appeal on the following amongst other;— 
GROUNDS 
(i) Because the High Court has failed to deal with and decide the plea of the Peti- 
tioner that the initiation of proceedings and the taking of other actions against the Peti- 
tioner was in violation of the fundamental rights of the Petitioner and in particular the 
provisions of Articles 14 and 16 of the Constitution of India have been infringed

(i) Because the High Court failed to deal with and discuss and decide on the admit- 

ted facts that even though the Petitioner was only one of the many Officers who handled 

r " the cases which were the subject matter of the proceedings against the Petitioner, namely, 

| New India Spinning and Weaving Mills, Air Rifles Factory Project, Orient Spun Pipes, 

r Napco Industries, Seamless Tubes and Milk Products Project, and even though in those 

1 cases the Petitioner was not the deciding authority, the Petitioner was singled out for 

] departmental action and was discriminated against. This hostile and discriminatory 
! treatment was extended to the Petitioner for ulterior motives 


(ili) Because the High Court failed to deal with and discuss on the admitted facts 
that in the case of Orient Spun Pipes and New India Spinning and Weaving Mills, the 
Petitioner was charged in respect of actions or decisions taken when he was not an incu- 
। mbent of the office. Even after the aforesaid position was made clear no explanations 
were called for from or proceedings initiated against the concerned officers. It is sub- y 
mitted that in the circumsntances of the case the Petitioner was singled out for depart- : 
mental proceedings and discriminated against. The hostile and discriminatory treat- È 
ment was extended to the Petitioner for ulterior motives | 


(iv) Because the High Court failed to deal with and discuss on the admitted facts 
that in the so-called “De Kaironisation” process, the Petitioner, who was exonerated 
in the Report of the said Commission, was the only officer who was thrice transferred in 
a short span of time and posted to a far-away junior station,whereas no similar action has : 
been taken against any other officer including those who had been adjudged guilty in the 
said Report, thus clearly leading to the conclusion that the Petitioner was singled out and 
discriminated ‘against. This hostile and discriminatory treatment was extended to the 
Petitioner for ulterior motives 


(v) Because the High Court failed to deal with and decide on the plea of the Peti- 

tioner that notices in three cases, namely, Napco Industries, Air Rifles Factory Project 

i and Seamless Tubes, are contrary to the basic constitutional position on the responsibility 
| of Ministers and the rights and duties of civil servants. The Petitioner had been pro- 
| ceeded against for having carried out the orders of the Council of Ministers and had been 
| sought to be made answerable for and reguired to explain and defend decisions taken by 
| the Council of Ministes, which is not only by itself unconstitutional and illegal, but 


clearly outside the scope of powers under the All India Services Act, 1951, and therefore 
ultra vires. 


(vi) Because the High Court failed to deal with and decide on the plea of the Peti- 
tioner that in the case of Sandhu Bus Service, proceedings had been initiatied against the Ni 
Petitioner whereunder he was asked to explain and defend decision taken by him in his, 
quasi-judicial capacity. This is not only contrary to the basic principle of separation of 
Dowers and therefore unconstitutional and illegal, but clearly outside the scope of the 
All India Service Act, 1951, and therefore utlra vires. 
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(vii) Because the High Court failed to deal with and decide on the plea of the Peti- 
tioner that the initiation of proceedings and the taking of other action against him were 
fora prupose extraneous to those authorised under the All India Services Act, 1951 
namely, for the purposes of winning public acclaim and appeasing political opposition 
in the atmosphere created by the publication of the Report of the said Commissioner a nd 
were therefore ultra vires 


(viii) Because on the question of the mala fides of the Chief Minister the High Court 
failed to give proper consideration to the proved or admitted facts. Thus the High 
Court erred in holding that the charge-sheets were issued only after first asking for the 
explanations of the Petitioner and after the consideration of the said explanations of the 
Petitioner. On the other hand the admitted facts is that the charge-sheets were issued to 
the Petitioner without first getting the explanations of the Petitioner. Again the High 
Court erred in stating that Shri B.S. Manchanda was borrowed from the Government 
of India and was appointed by the present Ministry, whereas the admitted fact is that 
Shri B.S. Manchanda was appointed by the previous Ministry of Dr. Gopi Chand Bhar- 
gava and he was replaced by another officer, Shri Krishnaswamy, brought in by the pre- 
sent Ministry headed by Shri Ram Kishan 


(ix) Because the High Court altogether ignored and failed to deal with several 
matters material to the question of mala fides of the Chief Minister raised in the Petition 
and argued before it. The High Court has stated that Petitioner's counsel had not asked 
it tojudge between the rivalallegations of fact and hadfranklystated thatforthepurposes 
of his case the Petitioner's specific allegation about these matters may be ignored and the 
case judged on the basis of the admitted facts. 'This statement of the High Court does 
not reflect the actual position. What the Counsel for the Petitioner stated was that the 
mala fides of the Chief Minister against the Petitioner was proved abundantly even on 
admitted facts and that he did not find it necessary to request the High Court to go into 
disputed . questions on affidavits. He never said that theallegations which had been 
denied by the Respondents should be ignored 


(x) Because the High Court failed to deal with and decide on the following admitted 
facts and which are material to the question of mala fides of the Chief Minister :— 


(a) The personal raid by the Chief Minister at the office of the Transport Con- 
troller was for the purpose of tracing a file which concerned the conduct of 
the Petitioner in connection with the National Motors case 


Ld (b) The appointment of three officers in the Departments with which the Peti- 2 
` tioner was concerned was made by the Chief Minister himself. The Peti- 

Š tioner had previously given adverse reports regarding the work of these 

i officers and they were, therefore, inimical to the Petitioner 


(c) he Petitioner was asked to explain and defend the' decisions of the Council 
of Ministers which was contrary to the constituional position regarding the 
rights and duties of a civil servant 


(d) The Petitioner was asked to explain decisions taken by him in the discharge 
of his quasi-judicial functions under the Motor Vehicles Act 


(e) Even though the Petitioner was one of the many officers who handled the 
cases, and in none of these cases the Petitioner was the deciding authority, 
the Petitioner was singled out for departmental action 


= (£) In certain cases the Petitioner was charged in respect of actions and decisions 
of others when he was not an incumbent of the office and even when this 
was explained, no explanations were called for from the concerned officers 


(g) Inthe case of Air Rifles Project which was not before the said Commission 

and which was moreover covered by a decision of the previous Council of 

Ministers, instructions were given to Shri Krishnaswamy to deal with the 

file and the Chief Minister after revoking the decision of the previous Coun- 

cil of Ministers ordered that the file be returned to Shri Krishnaswamy 

- The relevant file produced by the Respondents before the High Court 
demonstrated the fact that (a) the file was returned to Shri Krishnaswamy 

for action at the express orders of the Chief Minister and that the nope 

dents had in their affidavits suppressed that very vital and relevant infor- 
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mation, and (b) the file which concerned the Petitioner but which was not 
in any way before the said Commission of Inquiry Report was at first sent 
to Shri Krishnaswamy ; thereafter the decision of the previous Council of 
Ministers was specially re-examined at the instance of the Chief Minister ; 
the file travelled to and from Shri Krishnaswamy ; finally the decision of the 
previous Council of Ministers was specially “revoked” by the Chief Minis- 
ter and the file was sent back to Shri Krishnaswamy 


(xi) Because having the clearest possible proof of the State of mind of the Chief 


Minister in the form of documentary evidence, the High Court has erred in not coming to the 


conclusion that the Chief Minister was actuated by mala fides which could be the only con- 
clusion possible. According to the test laid down by this Hon’ble Court where mala 
fides is alleged against an authority in power, such as the Chief Minister, the existence even 
of indirect evidence would be sufficient for a Court to reach an inference of mala fides 
The High Court failed to follow the law laid down by this Hon'ble Courtin Dr. Partap 
Singh V. The State of Punjabreported in A.LR. 1964 S.C. 72 wherein this Hon'ble Court 
has inter alia held :— 


“While the indirect motive or purpose, or bad faith or personal ill. will is not to be 
held established except on clear proof thereof, it is obviously difficult 
to establish the state of a man's mind, for that is what the appellant has to 
establish in this case, though this may sometimes be done. The difficulty 
is not lessened when one has to establish that a person in the position ofa 
Minister apparently acting in the legitimate exercise of power has, in fact 
been acting mala fide in the sense of pursuing an illegitimate aim. We 
must, however, demur to the suggetion that, mala fide in the sense of improper 
motive should be established only by direct evidence, i.e.,it must be discerni- 
ble from the order impugned or must be shown from the notings in the file 
which preceded the order. If bad faith would vitiate the order, the 
same can, in our opinion, be deduced as a reasonable and inescapable 
inference from proved facts. 


(xii) Because on the question of mala fides of the Chief Minister who isthe minister- 
-in-charge and the person responsible in law for the initiation of proceedings and the 
taking of other action against the. Petitioner the High Court has reached a conclusion 
which is entirey untenable on facts and in law. 


(xiii) Because when dealing with the question of the mala fides of the Chief Minister, 
the High Court has clearly gone against the law laid down by this Hon'ble Court in Dr 
Partap Singh V. The State of Punjab reported in A.L.R. 1964 S.C. 72 where this Hon'ble 
Court has held as under :— 


“The Constitution enshrines and gurantees the rule of law and Article 226 is 
designed to ensure that each and every authority in the State, including the 
Government, acts bona fide and within the limit of its power and we consider 
that when a court is satisfied that there is an abuse or misuse of power and 
its jurisdiction is invoked, it is incumbent on the Court to afford justice to 
the individual." 


The High Court as shown above has overlooked important facts and has denied 
Justice to the Petitioner 


(xiv) Because the Higb Court has failed to appreciate that the said letter of the Chief 
Minister addressed to the Union Home Minister concerns the Petitioner exclusively and 
demonstrates clearly and conclusively the mala fide intent ot the Chief Minister to punish 
the Petitioner somehow or the other in spite of his conviction that the Petitioner could 
not be proceeded against on the basis of follow-up action on the Commission of Inquiry 
Report. The High Court failed to appreciate or hold that the intent the Chief Minister 
as shown in the said letter was to punish the Petitioner some how or the other irrespective 
ofthe merits of the case, but onthecontrary came to an entirely untenable conclusion that 
the only thing shown by the letter was the purpose of the Chief Minister to bring about 
the transfer of the Petitioner to another State. The High Court failed to appreciate the 
clear significance of the letter in spite of recording in its own words the substance of the 
letter as follows :— 
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(c) The Dass Commission has given nothing against him and the follow-up action 
on the Das Commission Report may quite possibly establish nothing con- 
crete; 


(d) It would be a pity should this actually come to happen................ " 
and in spite of holding that there was no basis in the allegation of the Chief Minister that 
the Petitioner was associated with the late. S. Partap Singh Kairon in any way other 
than as a capable officer ofthe State. The High Court failed to reachtheonly possible 
conclusion that could be reached on a persual of the letter, namely, that the Chief 
Minister was full of malintent against the Petitioner and was keen on victimizing him on 
political grounds on the preconceived prejudice that the Petitioner.having been a close 
associate and adviser of S.Partap Singh Kairon was“the main brain and active worker" — 
“the main architect behind the period of misrule”. It is submitted that for a Chief Minister 
to thus form a baseless prejudice and work it out is clearly a mala fide action 


(xv) Because the High Court having found that the letter of the Chief Minister showed 
the Chief Minister's "prejudice "against the Petitioner, it ought not to have stopped short 
of a conclusion of mala fides, since prejudice is only one form and aspect of mala fides 


(xvi) Because the High Court having found that the Petitoner was a wholly competent 
officer and was in no way associated with the late S. Partap Singh Kairon other wise than 
asa capable officer of the State, ought to have held that as the Chief Minister's “‘prejudice 
against the Petitioner had no lawful or reasonable justification, it could only amount to 
mala fides of the Chief Minister 


(xvii) Because, in any case, the High Court ought to have held that by reasons of the 
Chief Minister's prejudice against the Petitioner, neither the Chief Minister nor any officer 
working under him could be expected to deal with the Petitioner fairly and justly 


(xviii) Because having found that the Chief Minister's letter showed prejudice against 
the Petitioner, and the Chief Minister having produced no evidence to show that he 
subsequently got ride of his prejudice against the Petitioner 
and the Petitioner having produced overwhelming evidence of the Chief 
Minister's mala fides on the basis of the later’s subsequent acts, the High Ccurt has 
erred in coming to the conclusion that the said prejudice of the Chief Minister against 
the Petitoner did not enter into the decisions taken by the Chief Minister in regard to the 
Petitioner, such as on the initiation of proceedings on frivolous grounds as alleged part of 
follow up action of the Commission of Inquiry Report, transfers and communications 
of displeasure to the Petitioner 


(xix) Because having found the Petitioner to be a wholly competent officer, the High 
Court ought to have held that the decision of the Chief Minister that the Petitioner was 
undesirable to hold charge of any district demonstrated clearly the working of the Chief 
Minister's prejudice and could only be attributed to the mala fides of the Chief Minister. 


(xx) Because the High Court failed to reach the only conclusion possible, namely, 
that all the subsequent decisions of the Chief Minister concerning the Petitioner were ac- 
tuated by that prejudice and were as a result vitiated ab initio 


(xxi) Because having found that the Chief Minister's letter showed predudice against 
the Petitioner, the High Court based its decision on the erroneous premises that it was 
for the Petitioner to show that that predudice had in fact entered into each subsequent 
decision of the Chief Minister 


(xxii) Because although having demostrated the mala fides of the Chief Minister as 
evidenced by the said letter,no further duty of proving the same was cast on the Peti- 
toner. In any case the Petitioner did in fact show and the Respondents did admit 
the following facts subsequent to the writing of the letter :— 


(a) on the 3rd August, 1964 the Chief Secretary under instructions of the Chief 
Minister asked the Petitioner to proceed on leave 


(b) on the 3rd August, 1964 the Chief Minister on his own admission told the 
Petitioner that he would be given a fair 'inquiry'; atthis time there was 
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no guestion of any inguiry against the Petitioner because he had been exo- ~ 
nerated by the said Commission; no charge or demand for explanation 
had been preferred against the Petitioner, Shri Krishnaswamy had yet to 
process the cases arising out of the Commission of Indquiry Report and 
the Chief Minister was in the full knowledge and belief that there was no 
case on any kind against the Petitioner and that this clearly showed that he 
had decided to hold an inquiry against the Petitioner whether there was र 
material or not to justify such an inquiry. E 


- (c) The Chief Minister himself hand-picked officers who had received adverse remarks 
from the Petitioner and were inimical to the Petitioner and placed them in | 
positions where they could be used for making out cases against the Peti- 

tioner ; 


(d) The Chief Minister carried out a personal raid on the Transport Office to locate 
a file concerning a matter in respect of which the Petitioner was subsequently 
asked to render an explanation : 


(e) The Chief Minister himself, at his own initiative, ordered the transfer of 
the Petitioner out of Chandigarh as punishment and also declared the Peti- 
tioner as not fit to be retained at the Headquarters and further declared the 
Petitioner as not desirable to hold the charge of any district. 


(f) The file relationg to the Air Rifles Project, which project was approved by the 
previous Council of Ministers and which concerned a matter which was 
not even before the said Commission, was sent to Shri Krishnaswamy. 
Since the decision of the Council of Ministers stood in the way of action 
being taken against the Petitioner, the file was returned to the Chief 
Minister, who reversed the decision of the previous Council of Ministers 
and simultaneously asked that the file should be returned to Shri Krishnas- 
wamy adding that the question of fixing responsibility should be gone into. 
Subsequently, a charge sheet paraphrasing the noting of the Chief Minister 
was issued to the Petitioner. 


(g) In the following cases though the Petititioner was one of the many officers who 
dealt with the cases and in no case the Petitioner was the deciding authority, the petitioner 
alone was singled out for departmental action:— 


(1) New India Spinning and Weaving Mills. 
(2) Air Rifles. 
(3) Orient Spun Pipes, 


(4) Napco Industries, 
(5) Seamless Tubes, 


(6) Milk Project. 


(xxiii) Becausethe High Court failed to appreciate that in law the 
responsibility for a decision to initiate departmental proceedings and to take other action 
can rest only with the Minister-in-charge, who was the Chief Minister in this case. This 
responsibility could not be avoided on the plea that the Chief Minister had acted on the 
advice, bona fide or otherwise, of some other officers ofthe State. Inthecase of Dr. Partap 
Singh V. State of Punjab this Hon'ble Court in similar circumstances quashed the depart- 
mental proceedings against Dr. Partap Singh in spite of and in the face of an affidavit of an 
officerofthe Stateto the effectthat the decision to initiate proceedings against Dr. Partap 
Singh was made by him bona fide in the exercise of lawful power vested in the Government 
and that the contention of Dr. Partap Singh that the orders were passed on account of the 
personal ill-will of the Chief Minister was wrong. The High Court ought to have applied 


the principle of the said decision and ought not to have proceeded on the footing that if the š | 
proceedings are stated to have been taken on the recommendation and advice of an officer 4 | 
of the State, it could not be said that they were taken because of the mala fides of the Minister — 
in-charge, | 
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(xxiv) Because the High Court has failed to appreciate that Shri Krishnaswamy was 
a part of the machinery of the State and a paid servant of the State. He was not sitting in 
any independent or judicial or quasi-judicial capacity but a retired officer appointed ad 
hoc and subject to the orders and control of the Chief Minister and that as such he could not 
be regarded as an independent person 


(xxv) Because the High Court has wrongly observed that the Petitioner has not 

said a word against the independence or impartiality or capability of Shri Krishnaswamy, 

hereas the petitioner had specifically stated in Paragraph 21 of the petition that “Shri Ram 

Kishan mala fide utilised the machinery of the State Government Again the petitioner 

stated in paragraph 22 of the petition that “..in initiating the above prcceedings and also 

by transferring the petitioner from post to post the Chief Minister through the machincy 
of the State Government acted without authority of law and in abuse of power mala fide 


(xxvi) Because the High Court failed to consider and to deal with and decide on 
a vital piece of documentary evidence, namely, the original official file on the Air Rifles 
Project which contained the notings of the Chief Minister and showed beyond any doubt 
that the Chief Minister had been sending instructions to Shri Krishnaswamy 
in matters relaing to the petitioner and that the charges had been framed in the language of 
the Chief Minister. The original official file which was produced before the High Court 
by the Respondents and seen by it showed that at the specific instance of the Chief Minister 
the file, which was not a matter before the said Commission or in any way connected with the 
the so-called follow-up action on the Commission of Inquiry Report, was placed before 
Shri Krishnaswamy. However, as the matter was covered by a decision of the previous 
Council of Ministers, the Chief Minister "revoked" the decision of the previous Council 
of Ministers and then asked that the file be “returned” to Shri Krishnaswamy. It was in 
the very language used by the Chief Minister on this file that a communication was subse- 
quently addressed to the petitioner 


(xxvii) Because the High Court has stated that an experienced officer from outside 
theState wasentrusted withthetask of investigation and that itwasnot reasonable tothink 
that an experienced officer in the circumstances would have permitted any extraneous con- 
siderations to enter his mind, whereas Shri Krishnaswamy was in fact a part of the machinery 
of the State, subject to the orders of the Chief Minister as aforesaid and could nct be con- 
sidered an ‘outsider’. If an “experienced” officer commits one error after another in 
regardto basicfacts, thenthe inferenceis inescapablethat hemerely actedon the lines out 

ined to him by the Chief Minister. The High Court failed to take into account the following 


gross errors which were admitted by the Respondents to have been committed by Shri 
K rishnaswamy 


(a) In the charges framed in connection with the New India Spinning and Weaving 
Mills the first two counts did not pertain to the petitioner. The 
Respondents were thus obliged to drop them. In one ofthe counts, another 
officer (Shri M.C. Mehra)-who was concerned with it had admitted to have 
written the communication on his initiative and still the petitioner was 
charge-sheeted 


(b) In the summary of allegations on which t:e charge-sheet pertaining to the 
Orient Spun Pipes case was based, the petitioner was shown as Director 


of Industries in 1960, whereas he had joined the Department for the first 
time in 1962. 


(c) In the summary of allegations pertaining to the Air Rifles case, it was 
stated that the company had been incorporated in March, 1963 prior to 
finalisation of the Collaboration Agreement in 1964. The company had 


actually been incorporated in 1964 after the signing of the Collaboratio 
Agreement 


(d) It was stated in the demand for explanati on in connecticn with the Milk 
Project case that a meeting had been held by the Chief Minister, Punjab 
on the 1st July 1963, when the Petitioner gave certain clarifications of the 


project. Actually on 1:t Jully 1963 the Petitioner was not in India and 
was in the U, S..... 
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. (xxviil) Because the High Court failed to appreciate that the hostile atmosphere 
which was created against persons considered to be associates of the late Sardar Partap 
Singh Kairou and particularly against the Petitioner and the "prejudice" of the Chief ' 
Minister against the Petitioner as found by the High Court made it impossible for any | 
impartial or fair investigation or recommendation on the part of Shri Krishnaswamy or i 
any other officer under the control of the Chief Minister. 


(xxix) Because the High Court failed to appreciate on the basis particularly of the ! 
following facts that Shri Krishnaswamy could not be ignorant ofthe desire of the Chief 
Minister to see the Petitioner punished :— 


(a) The letter sent by the Chief Minister to the Union Home Minister; 
(b) The sending of the Petitioner on forced leave; 


(c) The personalraid carried out by the Chief Minister at the Transport Office 
to trace a file concerning the Petitioner. 


(xxx) Because the High Court has erred in stating that the subsequent withdrawal 
of many cases against the Petitioner indicated the fairness with which the whole matter ! 
was considered by the State Government. The High Court failed to see that it was 
because oftheabove said gross errors made by Shri Krishnaswamy in the basic facts 
and inthe framing ofthe charges and the demands for explanation that the Government 
was obliged to drop those cases having no other alternative. The dropping of the cases | 
does notsignify fairness or honesty of motive, onthe contrary it emphasizes the fact that 
the charges and the demands for explanation were frivolous and ought never to have 
been madein the first place and that the Petitioner was unnecessarily and maliciously harras- 
S:d and humiliated. The High Court ought to have held thatthe dropping of the cases 
on account of the gross mis-statements of facts proved their frivolous nature and were 
made maja fides. 


. -. 


(xxxi) Because the High Court failed to appreciate that the frequent transfers of 
the Petitioner ordered bythe Chief Minister amounted to and were by way of punish- 
ment as admitted by the Chief Minister and failed to follow the principle of law laid down 
by this Hon'able Court in P.C. Wadhawa v. The State of Punjab (A.LR. 1964 f 
S.C. 423) that the adoption of devious methods of punishment in itself establishes ^ I 
mala fides. l: 


pleasure” to the Petitioner, proceeded on the assumption contrary to the admitted facts 
that apart from communication of “displeasure” no further action was taken by the 

Government, and failed to appreciate the signification in law of the placing and piling up 
on the personal file of a Government servant of one “'displeasure” after another. The 
High Court failed to appreciate that this action placed a blemish on the petitioner and 
would most certainly affect the future chances of promotion and advancement of the ! 


Petitioner and was punishment within the meaning of Article 311(2) ofthe Consti- i 
tution of India. |

(xxxii) Because the High Court took note only of the communications of “dis- x 


| (xxiii) Because the High Court did not deal with and decide on the please of the 
Petitioner that punishment by way of communication of “displeasure” and the placing 
thereof on the personal file of the Petitioner was not an authorised form of punishment 
under the All India Services Act, 1952 and the All India Services (Disciplinary and Appeal 
Rules, 1954 made thereunder and was, therefore, illegal and ultra vires. 


(xxxiv) Because the High Court misconstrued the principle underlying the condi- 

tions of service of civil servants by propounding the proposition that as the Chief | 
Minister was not a stranger to the State nor to the political party in power in the | 
State, he was entitled to proceed against the Petitioner on the basis of impressions formed 
by him during the period when the Petitioner had not worked under him. This pro- 
Position is on the face of it lesser contrary to principles of natural justice besides being | 
contrary to the Government Instructions on the subject which are to the effect that no P | 
officer should record his remarks in the confidential report of his subordinate officer un- 
less he has seen his work and conduct for three months and that if the officer has served = asa 
under thereporting authority for less than three months, the opinion of the officer under 

whom he had served previous to him should be obtained. The High Court, more- 

over, ought not to have presumed in favour of the Chief Minister when the Chief 
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Minister himself had not even made a statement to the effect that before making adverse 
remarks on the Petitioner he had taken the trouble of ascertaining the facts. It is 
submitted that the observation to the effect ‘nor does it take long for a Minister to 
acquaint himself with facts in which he may be interested" is not correct. The High 
Court failed to appreciate and to hold thatallthefacts withregard totheconduct of the 
Petitioner on record and admitted by the Respondents at the Bar showed him to be 
outstanding and capable officer and that when the Chief Minister disregarded this record 
and the instructions and the rules aforesaid, he did so because of some special “interest”, 
mal-intent and mala fides. uU ] 

36. Itis submitted that various important questions of public importance arise 
inthis case particularly the question how far an officer can be held responsible for 
the decisions of the Council of Ministers. 


It is, therefore, respectfully prayed that this Hon'ble Court be pleased to grant 
Special leave to Appeal against the judgment and order, dated 27th May, 1965 of the 
Punjab High Court at Chandigarh, passed in Writ Petition No. 153 of 1965.

Indian Oustees, it may be utilised by resettling the Rai Sikhs of Ferozepur District and 
suitable persons of Border areas of Gurdaspur and Amritsar Districts and ex-servicemen. 


2. A colony for Ex-service-men may be established if land about one thousand 
acres at two places is found. |

arguments, stated that the State Government is not in a position to give any ^ commitment 
unless the representation is made in detail giving facts and figures available from the other 
States. He further explained that as 7/8th contribution is made by the E.S.J. Corpora" 
tion, the case cannot be considered alone by the State Government and the Government 
Ís to get approval of the E.S.I. Corporation. The representative assured that they wil 
put up the proposal after collecting the necessary information and will, submit the case 
along with full justification for raising the margin of prcfit. 
II. TIME LIMIT FCR PAYMENT 
The representative of the Chemists Association explained that their payment is 
being delayed in the office of A.D.H.S. The Assistent Director. Health Services, stated 
that the payment is generally made within three months provided the bills are received 
in time and they are complete and correct in allrespects. The A.A.O suggested that 
delay in payment of these could be cut short by one month if the chemists carefully sub- 
mit the bills within a weeks’ time of the following ronths. Afterdiscussion with the n 
Secretary to Government, Punjab, the following decisions were arrived at :— |

The representatives of the chemists desired that the invalid prescriptions for which 
charges are disallowed may be returned to them. Secretary to Government, Punjab, 
after hearing the argument regretted that due to administrative reasons it is not possible 

" to agree to their this demand. In case they insist then the entire bill is to be sent back 
L which will delay the payment of the bill much more. 


In view of the above decision the representatives of the Chemists’ Association informed 
the Secretary to Government, Punjab,that they decided to withdraw the strike notice and 
would continue to supply the medicines beyond 20th August, 1965.

(ii) With a view to making the Tourist Centres, especially in Kulu, Manali, Palampur, 
Dharamsala and Dalhousie more attractive, the Tourism Department 
constructed river paths, released grant for beautifying park at Manali and 
consturcted a number of flush latrines to improve general sanitary condi- 
tions. 


(iii) (1) An air-conditioned coach service between Delhi-Chandigarh-Pinjore- 
Nangal was started in Oetober, 1963 , on package tour basis. The 
service which was till recently being run four times a week had to be temporarily 
suspended owing to restrictions imposed on foreigners visiting the Bhakra 
Dam. A special de-luxe conducted tour between Delhi-Chandigarh— 
Pinjore Simla was also started in December to popularise winter visits to 
Simla.

A sum of Rs. 2.50 lakhs has been provided during the Fourth Plan to carry 
out further improvements. Furthermore, emphasis has now been laid on higher specifications 
and provision of better amenities in the tourist bungalows to be constructed during the Fourth 
Plan period so as to promote maximum tourist satisfaction. 


(3) The Punjab State Finance Corporation now treats hotel industry on par with 
other industries in the State. The hotel industry, like other industries in the State is eligible 
for the grant of loans and other assistance. The hotels which have been classified under the 
star system by the Hotel Clas.ification Committee set up by the Government of India are 
also granted import lincences by the Central Tourist Department for the import of air- 
conditioning units, food stuffs etc. The State Government granted a loan of Rs . 20,000/— 
during the Third Plan for the setting up of restaurants in Kulu and Manali..

Whereas prior to the waterlogging the village used to market 15,000 maunds of 
foodgrain, 30,000 maunds of gur and 2000 maunds of cotton, it now import 10,000 maunds 


of eka grain and sends only 10,000 maunds of gur and only 500 maunds of cotton to the 
market 


The Gram Sabha expresses its deep sense of regret, indignaticn over the gress 
neglect by the Government in taking any effective step to reclaim the land rendered unfit 
for cultivation and stop this menance from spreading further at an increased rate., in spite 


of numerous representations by the village at all levels to the State Government fcr the 
last six years 


The Gram Sabha unanimously resolves — 

1. That the Government is again requested to take effective steps to reclaim the 
agricultural land so that the seven thousand bighas of land now almost wasted 
be cultivated. The Gram Sabha, however, suggests the following measures to 
solve this problem:— 

(i) A nalla (drain ) be dug in the village to drain out the superflucus water and

(ui) If again the Government fails to take any effective step to solve this problem 
a fresh batch of two hundred villagers will join the Dhurna and this process 
will continue till the whole of the village population sits on Dhurna before 
the Deputy Commissioner's Court 


3. A meeting of the representatives of about twenty-five nearly villages will be called 
and requested to co-operate and sympathise by sending a batch of at least twenty persons 


from each village to participate in the agitation. If need be more and more villages will be 
contacted to participate 


.4. All M.P.s, M.L.A.s, M.L.Cs. organised political parties and social and religious 
organs functioning in the district are requested to co- operate and participateinthe agitaticn 
and exert their influence on the Government 


5. The agitation will be launched on a non party basis without affiliating it with 
any political party or social or religious organisation 


An action Committee consisting of twenty-five persons was formed with Shri Deba 
Sarpanch and Prof. Ram Chander as its convenor. The action Committee was also 
empowered by the Gram Sabha to take necessary steps to implement the resolution. 


In the last the Gram Sabha regrets that the Government by neglecting its sacred 
duty has forced the Gram Sabha to take such drastic steps in the times of national emergency 
But in the interest of the nation in these grave times of food shortages and to save the villagers 
from starvation, it cannot allow this matter of reclaiming seven thousand bighas of land 
lingering any more 


Agriculturist families have already started leaving village for finding some means oi 


livelihood in other villages. Ifthe process of waterlogging is not checked the whole of the 
village may be deserted soon

The following sad affairs have come to my knowledge which are due to the irres- 
ponsiveness, negligence and lack of interest in the development activities by Shri Joginder 
Singh, B.D.&P.O. Assandh/Executive Officer, P.S. Assandh. In view of these affairs, I have 
lost confidence and the hope in this man as he has done nothing noticeable in the field since 
he hasjoined this block. Moreover, it becomes my national duty as a head of the public Institu- 
है to explore suitable steps and appropriate action to bring about improvement in such 

affairs: — 


(a) Agriculture Production Committee.—No Agriculture Production Committee has 


been constituted through a considerable time has elapsed since the election of this Samiti. 


I hold Shri Joginder Singh, B.D.P.O. responsible for it, because he neither showed any 
instructions from the State Government nor he submitted any such proposal before the 
Samiti in any meeting in this connection. "According to me it was the first step towards this 
important development work to double up the production. His negligence towards this 
important work can neither be tolerated nor excused under the present need of the country.

entrust the management of Block vehicles to the Panchayat Samitis concerned for use 
in Accordance with the terms and conditions given in the order. 


(2) Persons entitled to use the vehicles.—Officials and non-officials who may use 
Block vehicle, the area in which , the conditions under which the vehicles may be 
used are given in Annexure attached herewith. 


_ _ The conditions will, however, not apply in the case of Ministers, Deputy Ministers/ 
Chief Parliamentary Secretary/ Parliament Secretary who may use the Blcck 
vehicle if so needed for the purpose given in Para 3 under, within the Samiti area to 
which tne vehicle belongs or in the area of some other Samit. 1115, however, under- 
stood that they will use the Block vehichles only if the-vehicles provided to them by 
the Gov?rnment are not available for some reason or cannot be used safely for touring 
within the concerned area. 


(3) The purposes for which the Block vehicles maybeused bythe persons

(e) It will be the duty of the Controlling Officer to ensure that the entries in the 
| Log book are correctly recorded and kept upto date. He should attest

(5) Responsibilities of the Driver.~(1) The log book will be kept in the custcdy of |

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(2) The Driver will be responsible for getting the particulars of the journeys performed 
by the vehicle and the petrol and mobile oil consumed, enteredin thelog book. The 
Driver will get such entries initialled by the officer or the person using the vehicle after 
the termination of the journey and will also sign it himself. 


i (3) The Driver will clean and wash the vehicle in his charge daily. 


(6) Responsibilities of the officer|person using the vehicle.—(1) Entries relating to ; 

the journeys performed by the vehicle should be filled in aad signed by the officer/person q 
using it immediately after the termination of the journey. He should clearly indicate the i 
purpose of the journey in the remarks column of the log book and not merely write 
“Government duty”. “Local duty” or Development work etc. In case an officer/person 
using the vehicle does not sign the log book the fact should immediately be brought to the 
notice of the Controlling Officer by the Driver who will arrange to get the entry signed 

by the officer or person concerned. Incaseofmore than one officer/person using the 
vehicle, the entry should be made by the senior most officer/person.

(1) Stores and spare parts available in the Department stores at the Headquarters 
will be issued against Demand Slip in triplicate in for (E&S(CP) 5 (Specimen enclosed) 
which should bear the signatures of the officer indenting the store. At the State 
Headquarters it will be countersigned by the Superintendent-incharge. The parts 
which are not available in the Departmental store may be purchased from the open 
market after abserving the prescribed procedure, viz., quotations from at least 3 reliable 
firms should be invited and the purchase effected against the lowest quotation subject to 
its availability of funds and the prior approval of the competent authority. In case of 
certain articles, such as tyres, tubes and batteries, there are rate contracts fixesd by the 
Government and these articles should be purchased from the approved sources only. 


(ii) Whenever a vehicle requires repairs, it should be got examined by a Govern- 
ment workshop or some local nearby reputable workshop or mechanic and a regular 
estimate for the repairs prepared. The Chairman of the Samiti should as far as possible 
satisfy himself as to the estimate being genuine and reasonable before authorising the 
repairs and record a certificate to this effect.

He 
was making publicity that with the atomic energy of this machine, he = 
could detect and cure chronic and serious diseases like cancer, T. B. and heart 
trouble. When questioned he could not give a satisfactory account of him- 
self and his apparant means of subsistence appeared to earn money by mis- 
leading the public. He was arrested and  challaned in the Court of Mrs. 
B. Singh, Executive Magistrate, Amrisar. The Magistrate discharged 
the respondent ort 15th January, 1966, on the ground that the case was not 
covered by any of the clauses of section 109, Cr.

4. Agricultural implements were purchased only to get wrongful gain out of 

that bargain. About 3 or4 months back ‘Hero’ far in excess of the demands were 

. purchased There is reason to believe that these agricultural implements were pur- 
chased to get some wrongful commission from the dealers from whom these Heros _ 

were purchased. About 50 heros were purchased and about 40,35 of them are lying 


unsold in the Block Samiti Office. Public money has been blocked and wasted in this 
manner 


5. On27th October, 1965 a meeting of the Panchayat Samiti was heldin which 
the S.D.O, Civil Palwal was also present. The proceedings were not recorded at the time 
` of holding - the meeting but were recorded after meeting was over. The B.D.O. 
noted in the proceedings that the powers of transferring the Secretaries of Panchayats 
be given tothe Chiarman such an item was not included inthe agenda and was never 
passed in the meeting of the Panchayat Samiti. In order to prepare a wrong record of 
proceedings the B.D&P.O. andthe Chiarman write the proceedings after the meeting 
ofthe Panchayat Samiti areover. Theproceedings arerecorded in a mala fide manner 
As submitted earlier a wrong record of the Panchayat Samiti meeting was prepared 
and the minutes were wrongly recorded tothe effect that the Panchayat Samiti authoris- 
ed the Chiarman to transfer the Panchayat Secretaries. When this illegality was 
brought to the notice of the B.D.O. he offered to rectify this wrong saying that he y 
will exclude this item and the same would not be confirmed but in the next meeting of 
the Panchayat Samiti. which washeld on 17th December, 1965 about 8/ 10 members 
tried to get their dissenting note recorded but again a wrong record was prepared 
andit was wronglyrecorded that only 2073 members gave a dissenting note and even = 
that note was not recorded faithfully and what those members wanted to be recorded 
was not taken down buta different version wasrecorded bythe Chiarmanand B.D. & 


P.O. Such practice is shaking the confidence of the public in the Panchayati Ra 
institutions.

6. Another misconduct of the B.D.O. and Chairman is that they join hands 
to harass and bully thesubordinate staff and the Secretary etc. and the members of 
the public villagers and village leaders are physically pushed out ina very insulting 
manner. Several Panchayat Secretaries were transferred by the Chairman during the 
period when he had no authority todo so and they were again transferred back. They 
have been harassed in this manner. 


/ 7. Public money is improperly spent inthe present emergency when the 

utmost savings is advised, These gentlemen have purchased two big clocks for the rooms 
of ths Chairman and the B.D.O. when there was already a time- 
piece which was serving the purpose for the last eight (8) years. Two costly table 
lamps attherate ofabout Rs 65 each have been purchased for the rooms of the Chairman 
and the B.D.O. These gentlemen do not sit and work during night hours in their offices | 
and even if there was a possibility: of theircoming tothe office during night such i 
luxurious and costly table lamps were hardly required. : :

Whenever ‘the 
Chiarman hasto gotohis village Aherwan he goes in this jeep and this is used for 
goingto marriage parties and for making domestic purchases for the house-hold of the 
Chairman. On 12th December, 1965 the driver of thejeep was onleave and the BDO

jeep fell down in a khud and it was with great difficulty that some traffic police constables 
with the help of a truck got it out of that khud. | 


Asthese two persons areinduleing inthe worst form of corruption and mis- 
conduct immediate action iscalled for. The B.D.O. may kindly be suspended and trans- 
ferred and the Chairman, Ch. Dhan Singh may also be suspended and removed from the 

Chairmanship and membership of the Panchayat Samiti. He was likewise removed 
from the mambership of the Market Committee, Palwal, for misconduct, etc. It is 
prayed that an immediate enquiry may kindly be got held by the Deputy Commis.

(Interruptions). Strictly speaking, the question of framing 
or non-framing of such rules does not constitute a ques- 
tion of privilege. It isa convention and a healthy con- 
vention, too, that matters relating to the Assemby Secre- 
tariat are not raised on the floor of the House, but 
since this question has come up I would like to make 
it clear that the Rules made under this Article were sent to 
the Governor on the 8th March, 1965. So the action 
which was required to be taken on Our part, has al- 
ready been taken. L therefore, do not give my con- 
sent toraise this question of privilege. 


The next question of privilege is theone which is 
pending. Itisin connection with the publication in the 
pressof certain expunged proceedings containing some 
remarks made by Shri Prabodh Chandra and Baboo 
Bachan Singh. In this connection, I had sought the 
advice from the Press Gallery Committee. They have 
contended that it was published unintentionally. The 
House adjourned for a few days and the remarks were 
expunged after it re-assembled. In this way, they have 
indirectly conceded that it was tantamount to a breach of 
privilege but they have, at the same time, written that 
while taking a decision it may also be kept in view that 
this breach was unintentional. I refer this question of 
privilege together with the advice tendered by the Press 
Gallery Committee to the Committee of privileges. 

The third question of privilege has been sought to 
be raised by Sardar Renjit Singh Nainewalia in which he 
has said that yesterday Shri Prabodh Chandra made 
certain remarks in the Upper House which constituted a 
breach of privilege of the Legislators. I have passed it on 
to Shri Prabodh Chandra. He has replied that he would 
make the position clear after going through the records of 
proceedings of the Upper House within two or three days.

Rohtakand Mahendragarhonly, and such relief measures'as were necessary, were taken 
to relieve the distress of people intheaffected areas. Scarcity conditions in other 
parts of the State were not so serious asto warrant any relief measures. 


2. Due to failure of early winter rains, scarcity conditions developed all over the 
State. Government, therefore, suspended recovery of taccavi loans till Rabi 1966 and 
allowed remission ofland revenueonthefollowing scales in the affected areas: — 


G) Where the damage was more than 50% .. Total remission. 


(ii) Where the damage was below 50 per eent 
but more than 25per cent 75 per cent remission 


All Deputy Commissioners were asked to undertake special gridawari of the 
affected areas and the report by 15th February, 1966. Information received from the 
Deputy Commissioners of Kangra and Kulu is given in the statement at Annexure ‘A’. 
Total damage in terms of money in these districts works out of Rs 4,87,94,045.00 which is 
ire to decreaseto an appreciable extent as a result of rains subsequent to 15th February, 


On receipt of the above reports from the Deputy Commissioners, it was considered 
necessary to fir 3 out the condition of the four preceding harvests namely, kharit 1965,

“The Committee are of the view that the decision to locate the camp office’ at 
Simla in summer was implemented in a haphazard and unsatisfactory 
manner. The decision was taken in June, 1963, whereas the move 
actually took place a year later. It may be that the availability of accom- 
modation in Simla for the camp office was uncertain asit depended upon 
the vacation of the Punjab Government accommodation by the Research 
Designs and Standard Organisation ofthe Ministry of Railways. But the 
ancillary arrangements, like the purchase of furniture, utensils, etc., 
for furnishing the houses could have been planned wellin advance so as 
to obviate the need for making purchases and executing works without 
observing the codal reguirements. The Committee would particularly 
like to mention that in April, 1964, Government decided to give option 
to officers whether or not to move to Simla along with the camp office. 
In consequence the move to Simla ceased to bea consolidated and an 
organised move as was originally contemplated and which wasone of the 
bases on which it was expected to bean economical move. The Commit- 
tee, therefore, regret to point out that theimplications of this decision were 
not broughttothe notice ofthe Government, though itcut at the very 
basis of the original assumption with reference to which the move was 
considered worthwhile." ;

I. Acts of avoidable loss and wasteful expenditure 


1. That you purchased a sluice valve as municipal servant for Municipal Committee 
Ambala City, for Rs. 495 in exercise of your powers as Executive Officer but the market price 
of the said valve is Rs. 200 as a result of which you got over charged or charged in excess 
Rs. 295 thereby causing waste of expenditure tantamounting to a dishonest and fraudulent 
amount from the Municipal Committee 


2. That a table lamb costing Rs. 60 was purchased by you; subsequently when more 
fancy and costly lamps appeared in the market you purchased another table lamp after 
manipulating a requisition of Resident Senior Auditor and on their protest got a.new lamp 
the purchase of which was neither justified nor required and the economy and financial 
Position of the Committee known to you as Executive Officer clearly prohibited the purchase 


3. That similarly you purchased a costly lock costing to the extent of Rs. 16 when you 
as E. O. should not have gone in for such a luxurious and costly lock but could have done 
with an ordinary cheap lock on the outer.gate of your residence 


4. That you misguided the committee by expressing a need of telephone at tube-wells 
Nos. 7, 9 and 11 and g»t a telephone fixed with the intention of getting the same subsequ ently 
to your own residence knowing fully well that.the telephone connection both at the said tube- 
wells as well as at your residence independent connections was not only uncalled for but 
clearly wasteful and thus making the committee believe a need for an independent telephone 
at the said tube-wells and getting it fixed you deceiptfully and in pursuance of your prior 

vil designs you manipulated to obtain permission from the Municipal Committee for an 
inde»endent connection at your own residence and because under the telephone rules your 
residence could not be given priority in the matter of installation of telephone connections 
At that stage you got the telephone connection No. 393 transferred to your residence and 
thereby preferred your personal contrivance and by foul manipulations and suppressing 
your true rights from the Municipal Committee. Besides it being an instance of reprehensible 
conduct on your part itestablished that either the telephone was not needed at tube-wells 
No. 7,9 and 11 or you got the so needed to your own personal gains 


5. Thatthecommittee sanctioned three telephone extensions out of which you preferred 
the one at your house and the reservoir extension was absolutely uncalled for and could 
have been avoided as wasteful expenditure. Moreover telephones are maintained in the 
house of the Executive Officer and water reservoir of the committee. "These are meant to 


facilitate immediate contact with the officer on duty. In these days of emergency when - 


the Government 15 pressing for austerity measures, the E. O. on the excuse of providing 
facility to officers, while sitting in the lawns outside to attend to the telephone, he has also 


got long extension wires sanctioned for his own house and his ccnveriert resc r! the reser vc it 


lawns. Strange enough his own house and reservoir have been fitted with the extensicn 
wires in no time but the main on the pretext of which these were obtained are withcut th 
extension wire. Further it shows enjoyment at municipal costs

6. That the committee passed a resolution to the effect that wherever the brass cocks 
were found removed from the water taps it should remain closed till mohalla walas supplied 
it but in mohalla Shahchup, Ambala City, you ordered on 19th January, 1965, on finding 
a brass cock having been found to be missing to put a brass cock out of municipal funds 
on that tap in contravention of the above resolution and when the Superintendent, Water- 
Works, brought these instructions to your notice, you ignored the same and thus caused 
waste and. detriment to municipal interest. 


7. In these days of emergency every wasteful expenditure is avoided, you have got 
constructed at municipal cost in your house one room A. I. Ward Robe of best material 
and also a cow-shed for which you had succeeded in getting the anti-dated sanction. 


,8-A. Recently you have spent thousands of rupees out of municipal fund in making 
additions and alterations in your premises. In doing so, you have committed certain 
irregularities. Additional expenditure was incurred by other departments out of their allot- 
ment of funds for providing amenities in your residence, i.e., shower baths, towel stands and 
other sanitary fittings. That the work was got done in piecemeal to escape the putting up 
of the matter before the committee for sanction which is necessary if all the works would 
have been carried on one estimate which is incumbent under the rules. That you got the 
cow-Shed constructed near your residence for use but it has not been got assessed separately 
for rent as required under the rules and have been drawing benefit of it. You have set up a 
poultry shed on municipal land without payment of rent and without the committee's per- 
mission and carrying out business too without permission. This shed was got renovated 
from tbe contractor when contract for construction of shed and additions and alterations 
in your residence was given. . 


9. Instead of using ordinary office paper supplied by Controller of Government 
Printing Press, you have been purchasing costly bank paper under the pretext of being used 
in office, but first of all you could not do so in this emergency days and secondly you have 
been using at your own home which is illegal. 


10. Inthe past you purchased an ink stand for the prohibitive price of Rs 24 for ycur 
personal use in the office. The payment was objected to by audit but subsequently admitted 
on your personalrequest. Thatink stand was neither used in office nor available in municipal 
office even thereafter purchase of another ink stand has been effected. The costly one 
has become your property. 


11. Thatinthe year 1963-64, you did not guide the outgoing members of the committee 
and thus it was your duty to see that only proportionate expenditure was spent during the 
proportionate term when the term of outgoing members was drawing toa close but ycu 
joined hands with them and did not guide them and thus got almost the entire year's budget 
for expenditure exhausted by them when 2/3rd of the financial year was still left for the in- 
coming committee. This resulted in earning bad name for the incoming committee and 
amounted to an avoidable expenditure had you acted bona fide and impartially. 


12. There is a file known as Mr. Nanda's file. Mr. Nanda of Employment Exchan ge 
is an influential person of civil Lines, Ambala City and is alleged to have very close relatio rs 
with you. He himself got an extension of his water connection to another adjacent kothi 
of his, which was not only unauthorised but contrary to water-supply by laws and was a 
clear offence. Owing to your personal friendship with him, you instead of prosecuting 
him, got the matter hushed up and no prosecution was launched. 


13. That Shri Walaiti Ram, Teacher, Arya School; was also friend with you and he was 
prosecuted in routine under section 172 of the PunjabMunicipal Act for having made over- 
hanging encroachment at the windows of his house. In order to favour him and avoiding 
his prosecution, you withdrew the said prosecution from the court by giving a false certificate 
that the said encroachment had been removed which certificate to your knowledge was false 
and the said encroachment still exists and further while withdrawing the prosecution you for 
the regard of personal relations did not recover the usual court expenses which are recovered 
in other cases and thus caused loss to municipal revenues as well as avoided the prosecution 
and thereby brought bad name to the committee. 


II. Inefficiency 


14. That from the perusal of encroachment register maintained regularly in the 
committee, it is found that a huge number of unavoidable encroachments along the street 
in Ambala City are existing and daily multiplying but you failed to take proper ster s either 
under the Municipal Act or under the Punjab Public Premises Rent Recovery and Lana 


EE 
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Eviction Act to get those encroachments removed. In fact, you failed to take any action 
against these encroachments as a result of which the city has been getting dirtier day by day 
to your regime 


15. That the municipal committee decided to purchase land for boring a tubewell 
belonging to L. Radhe Lal Rais of Ambala. Had you taken effective steps for th e settlement 
of compensation and got the payment thereof made to him in time promptly, the committee 
would have been saved from the claim of rent for the period of 8 years during which compensa- 
tion was neither settled nor paid to him. This in-action on your part resulted in the com- 
mittee s paying him the price of land and also amount of rent for 8 years which later amount 
had to be paid because of your in efficiency. 


16. That footpath on the Railway Road in front of the Allied Trading Company 
(India), Ambala City, opposite Police Post Railway Road, Ambala City, built at the cost 
of the municipal committee was demolished by the Agents and servants of the Allied Trading 


` Comoany(India),whose office and workshop abuts thereupon but you although being supposed 


to conduct regular rounds of the town and also drawing regular allowances with the object 
posting yourself with the latest knowledge of the conditions of roads, streets, footpaths and 
other municipal property failed to take action for the dostruction of municipal property 
When your attention was pointedly drawn to this unauthorised act by the said persons and 
your in action against them in the house of the committee during the course of meeting several 
times, you failed to take any action as a result of which inefficiency on your part the remaining 
footpata has also been demolished by them. This shows that you are inefficient and 
completely unfit for the responsible post you are holding and being paid for from the coffers 
of the Municipal Committee 
>. © 

17. That S. Milkha Singh resident of Shukal Kund Road Ambala City has be»n leasing 
out the road known as Dev Smaj College Road in front of Dev Smaj College Girls Hostel 
since 1949 to various sub-tenants on rent but you failed to take any action for checking 
and stopping this encroachment on municipal income and property for 14 years during 
which period the rent about Rs 100 per mensem which would have gone to the coffers 
of municipal committee, had you acted efficiently, has gone to the pocket of said S. Milkka 
Singh his amount comes to Rs 16,800 till the committee itself moved to file ejectment 
proceedings under Punjab Public Premises Rent Recovery and Land Eviction Act on 2nd 
March, 1964. 


18. That the main gate of the octroi barrier opposite Gurdwara Manji Sahib faces 
towards the city as a result of which it is not possible for the octroi staff sitting in that barrier 
to keep a close watch on the incoming goods liable to payment of octroi and therefor, by the 
time and octroi staff sees the goods being rushed through in front of them to the town without 
payment of octroi the reupon the means of transport of those goods carriers them right to 
the market making it impossible for the staff to detect and stop the importer and recover 
octroi. Instead of your having suggested of opening a door on the northern side of the said 
octroi post your attention was several times invited in the meetings of the House get a door 


opened on the northern side therein but you have failed to take any action despite the above 


fact which shows you are inefficient as Executive Officer " 

19. One Dhanvir Parshad was allotted stall in Anaj Mandi, Ambala City, which fact 
was directly in your knowledge as having been done at your instance and neither any recoveries 
of any rent or fee for this occupation for a period of 5 years next following were made nor 
the matter was pursued to the stage of launching legal action against him as such thereby 
confirming your inefficiency. 


20. That under the rules of Municipal Account Code and Municipal Act read with 
by laws and provisions of E. O's Act, you are required to check at short intervals and periodi- 
cally and regularly all octroi barriers in the town but you have failed to discharge the obli- 
gatory duty and thus acted inefficiently in respect of barriers Nos. 1, 9, 11 ard 12. 


21. Heavy arrears of lacs of rupees on account of taxes have been outstandirg ard no 
Strenous efforts are being made for recovery. There is no control over the constructions. 
The buildings are being set up like mush rooms. Not a single construction has been 
demolished during this tenure which has given an Impetus to the public in wrong direction 
Reference to the building sub-committee for Compounding such cases of offenders is not a 
£ood administration. Same is the case of encroachments in the city 


22. That heavy arrears of water tax, house tax and water rates are pilling up sirce 
your appointment as Executive Officer in this committee and the said arrears have been 
multiplying year by year but you have failed to realize or take steps for effective realization 
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| of the same and similary the arrears indicated in the Demand and Collection Register have 
| not been dealt with at all. 


23. That the committee duly resolved and ordered you to clear off the site in front 
| of Kabli Mal-Niranjan Parshad Ambala City but you have taken no action to comply with 
| the said order or to act upon the same. That you have not been going on rounds of the 
| town to improve the conditions, nor you have been devoting to effecting or getting effected 
| repairs and timely repairs executed as a result of which bad name has been earned by the U 
| municipal committee, Ambala City. Being head of the Engineering Department in the “AY 
i 


absence of the Municipal Engineer the works executed by the committee were not looked 
after by you and the amount shown to have been spent there has been mercilessly wasted. 


24. Similarly , you have been paying no attention to the upkeep, safety and security 
| of the municipal property like Ambala Nagar Palika, Municipal Gardens, Ambala, Putlic 
| Park in Imambara and Bansanwala Chowk. Similarly owing to your inefficiercy the rcads 
: which were cut or breached for laying electric cables or water hydrants near the Glass factory 
l and the municipal park, Ambala City, respectively, were not repaired by ycu inspite cf the 
| fact that several months have passed by and these are the busiest roads.

| 25. That you did not book the case for the loan of Rs one lac for road/water develop-

That further even when this fact was brought to your notice for necessary action, 
you failed to take prompt and effective steps or to fix the liability or bring the offenders to 
book to escape your own likely condemnation and censor at the hands of the committee 
and the public of Ambala. 


35. That being conscious of your own terms of appointment renewal and re-appoint- 
ment with the Municipal Committee, Ambala City, and also being conscious of the judge- 
ment of Punjab High Court in Kishori Lal Batra versus The Punjab State A. I. R., 1958 page 
402, that you were not a municipal servant and as such the benefit of contribution to the 
provident fund was not available under the Municipal Account Code to any person other 
than a municipal employee concealed this fact from the committee and have been 
regularly contributing and getting the municipal shares of contribution to your Provident 
Fund illegally and thus deprived the committee of this amount of its contribution for personal 
gain at the cost of determent to municipal interests. 


36. That in civil suit in the court of Sub-Judge, Ambala entitled Des Rai versus 
Municipal Committee, you gave a false statement against municipal interest as a witness 
of the committee which statement was false and contrary to municipal interests to ycur 
knowledge. 


37. That similarly in a case Municipal Committee versus Kartar Singh, criminal 
prosecution of unauthorised encroachment launched in the court of Magistrate, Ambala 
under section 172, Punjab Municipal Act, you gave a false statement knowing it to be such 
and deteriment to the municipal interests therein. 


38. Water tax was imposed in Ambala by notification of the Punjab Governor , dated 
the 4th June, 1957. By clause 3 of this notification, it was ordained that where the annual 
value has already been determined in respect of building for the prurpose of house tax, it 
shall be deemed to be the annual value for purposes of water tax. The L. A.'s view were 
obtained in file No. TS/741 (Settlement of obiection petitions in respect of annual value 
for the evacuee property) on 9th July, 1958 who gave the opinion that the annual value of 
the house tax is to be the basis of water tax. Despite this, you reduced the annual value 
even lower than the house tax value, as a result of which the Municipal Committee, Ambala 
City, has lost sufficient revenue for all times to come. 


39. That you have been devoting more time to Child Welfare activities and the office 
Clerks like Accountant Shri Rulia Ram and Stenographer Shri Puran Nath had been diverted 
to work there at municipal cost unlawfully made them part time employees of the Child 
Welfare and Health Centre Society, which act to your knowledge has been deterimental 
to municipal interests. 


40. That the Enquiry Sub-Committee in the case of Octroi Superintendent Phool 
Parkash on the basis of your statement recorded therein, passed serious strictures against 
your conduct, honesty and integrity and condemned you as having colluded actively at the 
pilferage of the municipal octroi from the Central Barrier when evasion was detected by the 
Municipal President, Shri Jai Ram Sethi. From this report of the sub-committee, it became 
clear that you appear to be instrumental in the theft of municifal octro. and thereby ycur 
service in Municipal Committee deterimental to its interests. |

VI. Acts of abuse and misuse of powers 


. 44. That you with the assistance of municipal labour. got the work done to the extent 
of Rs 6,000 which is the total estimate and you set poultry breeding installation on municipal 
land in front of your kothi at the cost of Rs 400 through the municipal contractor. Under. 
the rules, you could not run this poultry farm on the municipal land without 
obtaining prior permission and a prov ision to that effect unless also you paid additional 
rent for the land underneath the said poultry farm and thereby in exercise of your powers 
as E. O., you have been using the land without paying additional rent for it and without 
obtaining prior permission. Secondly, you have been carrying on this additional business 
without the permission of the Government or the committee. 


45. That inspite of the amendment in the Improvement Trust Code, you continued 
as part time Secretary of Ambala Improvement Trust though specific Government instructions 
were received that you could not work as Secretary of the Improvement Trust. Youwithheld 
this information and the orders as well as the provisions of the amended Act from the Deputy 
Commissioner, Ambala, who was then the President of the Trust. For your personal benefit, 
you withdrew the amount from the Trust in exercise of mis-use of your powers and by active 
concealment and illegality. l 


46. That a wooden gate was got made for the Health Centre, Ambala City, but you 
as Executive Officer installed it at your house and the one existing at your house was fixed 
at the Health Centre illegally which act was neither permissible nor was authorised but was 
a clear abuse of the powers by you. E D हो 


47. That from the perusal of the quarterly statement of the works sanctioned by you, 
it appears that you are habitual in sanctioning piecemeal works in order to bring a huge work 
within your competency in order to conceal the said piecemeal work and with hold it from 
being laid before the committee. You did this as you anticipated that if you placed the 
entire work before the committee, the same would not besanctioned and, therefore, by concea- 
ling and splitting up the work, you got it done yourself which otherwise would not have 
been possible. a 


48. That resolutions passed by the committee against you and which exposed you, 
have either been withheld from the notice of the committee afterwards or put off on one 
pretext or the other. Similarly you misinterpreted the committee's intention as expressed 
in clear cut resolution while communicating to the higher authorities like Deputy Commis- 
sioner and Punjab Government as instances of the same resolution debarred municipal 
employees from doing outside service and prohibition laid by the committee on you from 
doing outside service either honorarily or with honorarium, and resolution of the committee 
reducing powers of Executive Officer and Secretary. This misinterpretation and distortion 
2 well às concealment committed by you was delibr ately done in exercise of misuse of powers 

y you. 


49. That you abused the confidence reposed by the committee in you when on 25th 
January, 1964 the committee passed resolution No. 13 on your advice delegating powers 
to you to finalize compensation under section 102 (I) (c) Punjab Municipal Act which delega- 
tion you knew was ultravires of your powers, but you did not bring it to the notice of the 
committee and immediately when the Punjab Government came to know of it, it declared 
it ultra vires and asked the committee to exercise the said powers wrongfully got delegated 
to you by the committee itself on 18th August, 1964,—vide directive No. 6936-2-C/TII/64/

(a) Yes. The tractor was purchased on 6th May, 1961. Itisat present 
in working condition and has remained as such throughout except for the 
period from 1st September, 1963 to 31st August, 1965. The income earned 
and the total amount credited into the Gram Fund works out to Rs. 15,953 -24 

(b) Neither was any complaint received nor any enquiry conducted. As 
such the question of laying the copyof enquiry report on the Table of the House 
does not arise. During inspection of the Panchayat in August, 1964 the then 
Block Development and Panchayat Officer had however found that the Pan- 
chayat had suffered a loss of Rs. 23,000 due to misutilisation of the tractor. 
He thereupon issued notices on 7th August, 1964 under section 105 of the 
Punjab Gram Panchayat Act, 1952 to the six  Panches whom he held 
responsible for the loss asking them to show cause, within a period of 10 days, 
as to why the amount of Rs. 23,000 should not be recovered from them. The 
Panches explained their position to the Block Development and Panchayat 
Officer on 18th August, 1964 but he considered their statements as unsatis- 
factory.Orders for the payment of the amount, thus assessed withina period 
of one month were accordingly passed by him under sub-section (2) of section 
105 ibid. Before expiry of the period of one month the then Block Develop- 
ment and Panchayat Officer, Assandh, was transferred and as such he could 
not proceed further in the matter. 

(c) The present Block Development and Panchayat Officer did not take 
any action as he was not aware of the orders referred to in part (b) above. 
As soon as he came to know of the same he initiated further action in the 
matter for recovery of the loss assessed by his predecessor. The Panches 
concerned have since filed appeals against the assessment orders of the Block 
Development and Panchayat Officer which are pending with the Assistant 
Director of Panchayats concerned under section 105 (3) of the Act. Recovery 
of the amount has therefore been deferred till decision is taken on the appeals 
of the Panches concerned.

Infact,inthe case of some brands other *han Dunlop, Good- 
year and India Super brands, the tyres are available in the market even at 
lesser prices than those fixed by their respective manufacturing companies. 
However, some difficulty is being experienced in the procurement of Dunlop, 
Goodyear and India Super brands tyres, F:.cause of their short supplies from 
EN the manufacturers and the consumers preference for them. In order to 
` ensure proper distribution of rickshaw tyres of these brands, the District 
f Food and Supplies Controllers have been asked to advise the dealers to

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Shri Yash Pal: A Note containing the main steps taken or proposed 
to be taken to check the rising prices is laid on the Table to the 
House. 


Note explaining the measures taken by the Government to hold the price line of 
the articles of daily use. 


Punjab is experiencing an unprecedented rise in prices because the economy 
of Punjab is neither isolated nor closed one. The general trend of stresses and 
strains is bound to affect the price-line of commodities in Punjab also along with 
the other parts of the country. But Punjab has been fortunate to control the 
prices to some extent because of the various steps taken by the Government. The 
Punjab Government could have achieved greater success if the Government of India 
had agreed to the suggestion tbat all trading in  foodgrains out of State be 
allowed on Government to Government basis alone. Punjab is a surplus State no 
7 but it is beyond its capacity to cope with the deficit of Uttar Pradesh. 
he prices of foodgrains in Punjab began to rise after the wheat zone No. I was 
enlarged. If Punjab Government had not taken certain other measures, the prices 
would have risen further. 


The price of other commodities did not rise much. The supply position of 
Sugar, kerosene oil and other such commodities was regular. The supply of cement 
has considerably improved. Thc Punjab Government is taking the following 
measures to check the price-line ; — 


(1) 15,000 tons of imported wheat atta and about 10,000 tons of indigenous 
Wheat atta is being distributed through fair price shops and 
Co-operative Stores functioning all over theState. The price of atta being 
sold at the fair price shops and Consumer Stores is much less than 
the market price. 


(2) To ensure regular supplv of atta in any eventuality, Puhjab Govern- 
ment has decided to share 50 % of new arrivals of ‘wheat in Mandis: 
ata comparatively lower rate. 


(3) The Punjab Government have persuaded the Foodgrain Dealers to 
give 1/3rd of their stocks as on November 24,66 to the Government 
at comparatively lower rates. 


(4) The export of maize and bajra has been banned. This has reduced 
pressure on-wheat. Considerable section. of the community was able 
to get maize at comparatively Cheaper rates. Arrangements have been 
made to supply maize atta at some of the Fair Price Shops also. 


(5) The Roller Flour Mills have been prohibited to enter the market to 
make purchases of wheat in the markets. 


(6) The Government has imposed a levy of 80% on the procurement of 
rice by Shellers at fixed prices for various varieties. The balance 20% 
share is released for consumption in the rice Zone. Rice is also being 
distributed through Fair Price Shops and Consumer Stores at a re- 
asonable prices. 


(7) Central Cooperative Consumer Stores with more than 100 branches 
and Super Bazars have been started in 11 towns of the State. 


(8) All big industrial establishments are being approached to open fair 
price shops for their workers. A few establishments have agreed to 
supply grains at subsidized rates. 


(9) All whole-sale dealers in foodgrains, sugar, khandsarl, and Gur have 
been licenced. The licensees are required to submit E htly stocks 
returns regarding average purchase prices, sale prices and margin of 
profits on the stocks handled by them. 


(10) The fines produced by the Roller Flour Mills are being supplied at 
controlled rates to the consumers. 


(11) The Punjab Government has suggested to the Government of India 
to fix the price of foodgrains on All India level to ensure more pro- 
duction and better distribution.

Regarding supply of other consumer goods, the following steps have been 
taken: — 


(1) The Punjab Government has been able to secure cotton cloth direct 
from the Mills for sale through Consumer stores and fair price shops 
at ex-mill rates. The Government of India have fixed retail prices of 
50% mill-made cotton cloth including shirting, dhoties, long cloth and 
the over charging has been made punishable under the Essential Com- 
modities Act, 1955. 


(2) The Government have promulgated Kerosene (Fixation of Ceiling 
Price) Order, 1966. declaring the consumer prices. The District Magis- 
trates have been authorised to declare the prices. This has not only 
controlled the price of the kerosene oil but has eased the situation 
regarding the availablity of kerosene oil. 


(3) The rates of salt have been fixed. 


(4) The retail rates for sale of Soft Coke has been fixed by the District 
Magistrates in their respective districts under the provision of Punjab 
Coal Control Order, 1955. 


The retail cement prices have been fixed by the Cement Producers/ 
Manufacturers from time to time. In order to give statutory effect to its 
price fixed by the producers/manufacturers, Punjab Government in 
consultation with the Government of India, have promulgated the 
Punjab Cement Price and Stocks Display Order, 1966, with effect from 
October 27, 1966. This order prevents cement dealers from charging 
excessive price,

l. Any person who has undergone imprisonment, or suffered otherwise in 


connection with certain movements recognised by Government as National Move- 
ments, is a Political Sufferer for the purposes of grant of financial assistance from 


the State National Workers’ Relief Fund. i 


2. Thefollowing movements have so far been recognised as National Move- 
ments by Government : —y 


(i) Civil Disobedience Movements. 

(ii) Akali Movement. 

(iii) Babar Akali Movement, 
(iv) Khilafat Movement. 

(५) National Volunteer Corps Movement. 
(vi) Naujawan Bharat Sabha Movement, 


(vii) Indian National Army Movement, including some specific General 
Military Cases. 


(viii) Kirti Movement. 
(ix) Kisan Morcha Movement, 


(x) Paria Mandal Movement, and 


(xi) Kama Gata Maru Ship Movement (Period of stay aboard the ship 
notto be taken into account). 


3. (i) No financial assistance is to be given to a Political Sufferer who has 
undergone less than 6 months imprisonment, 


(ii) The criterion of imprisonment lays down only one form of National 
Service for eligibility to financial assistance, but did not preclude 
consideration of other forms of service to nation, in special cases. 


4. No financial assistance isto be given to Political Sufferers who have their 
domicile outside the Punjab, but in case where it has already been sanctioned, it will 
continue, 


5. Financial assistance is not to be given to those Political Sufferers whose income 
IS Rs. 75 per month or more. 


| 6. Political Sufferers whoare now in Government employ are not entitled 
to this connection. 


7. Transfer of financial assistance is not allowed. If a Political Sufferer 
already in receipt of financial assistance from the State National Workers’ Relief 
Fund dies, the grant of the same is to be discontinued forthwith and is not to be 
continued in favour of his widow, minor children or any other descendent. Where 
such a transfer has already been allowed in favour of the widow, it will continue so 
long as she is alive, does not remarry. 


8. No financial assistance is to be given to a Political Sufferer who has 
received assistance already in the form of land grants or rehabilitation grants etc. 


9. Any Political Sufferer who was permanently disabled due to his participation 
in the recognised National Movements isentitled to financial assistance irrespective 
of the fact whether or not he underwent any imprisonment. 


10. No financial assistance is to be given to any descendants of Political 
Sufferers even though minor, except widows. 


11. Widows of Martyrs areto be given financial assistance at the maximum 
rate admissible under the rules. 
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12. The amount of financial assistance to Politica] Sufferers is determined on 
" the following basis : —

14. In the case of widows, normally financial assistance should not be trans- 
ferred to the widow of Political Sufferer.

(This implies that the Politica] Sufferer had 
been getting financial assistance for some period before his death) 


à 15. Incases where a Political Sufferer dies before his Case could Ee considered 
by the Board, fresh application from his widow could be entertained and financial 
assistance granted to her if she is found eligible under the normal rules on the basis 
of her husband's sacrifices. 


16. Inad hoc cases on the death of a Political Sufferer, his widow should be 
given half the amount of ad hoc grant or the amount admissible to her under the 
rules which ever is more 


Note : —For calculating the period of imprisonment undergone only such periods

2. Sanction of the Governor of Punjab is hereby accorded to the taking 
over by Government of the National College, Sathiala subjectto the following 
terms and conditions which have been mutually agreed upon between the Govern- 
ment in the Education Department and the Management of the College i.e. 
National Educational Society, Sathiala (Registered) Sathiala. 


(a) The society shall, besides the movable and immovable assets in the 
College Campus, transfer to Government, all lands owned by them measuring 58 
acres, 7 kanals and 17 marlas. However, the transfer of 11 acres of land is subject ^ 
to the condition that as and when itis required by the Management for construc- 
tion and running of Technical Institute or a school, it will be given to them free

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Cost. For this purpose, the management will have to satisfy the Government that 
they have enough funds and resources for the starting and running of this 
institution. In case the Management of the proposed technical institute or school 
fails to run this institution at any stage, the land in question together with the 
building constructed there-on shall revert to Govern ment. 


(b) The society shall transfer the endorsement fund to the extent of Rs. 
4,571 only out of total deposit of Rs. 22,115 at present pledged to the Punjab 
University, to Government in the name of the Director of Public Instruction, Punjab. 
The balance of Rs. 17,544 shall be retained by the Management for meeting the 
expenditure incurred by them on the completion of certain buildings. 


(c) The society shall bear all typesof old liabilities including the payment of 
arrears of pay and allowances etc. “The Government shall not be made a party 
to clear any liability incurred by the Managing Committee prior to the taking over. 
In this connection, reference is invited to Administrative Department U.O. No. 
EDI-44 (16)-1965, dated the4th June, 1966. 


(d) The Amalgamated Funds and other College Funds shall be transferred in 
the name of the Principal of the College. 


(e) Ofthe existing staff of the National College, Sathiala, only those members 
shall be appointed temporarily for a period of six months for whom posts have 
been provided in the scheme. Their absorption on regular basis in Government 
Service shall be subject to the conditions laid down in the succeeding paragraphs. 


(f) Such members of the staff of this college as are considered suitable for 
absorption in Government service by the Punjab Public Service Commission/Subor- 
dinate Services Selection Board shall be treated as new entrants for the purpose 
of seniority, etc, Only Government scales of pay of respective category shall be 
allowed to them and there shall be no persons grade for any one. Their pay in 
the Government scales will be fixed on the basis of length of Service in equivalent 
identia or higher time-scales. There shall te no guarantee in regard to protecting 
their existing salaries. 


(g) In regard to such members of the staff as are regularly absorbed, after 
completion of the formalities as indicated in clause (f above, the conditions for 
Pension and Provident Fund shall be the same as were made applicable to teachers 
of privately managed schools taken over by Government. 


3. The State Government shall not be responsible for any commitments 
made by the governing body after the date the College is taken over by the Govern- 
ment. 


4. The authorised agent of the society should be asked to execute the deed 
for the transfer for all the assets of the college to Government, immediately, and 
the same should be executed by you on behalf of the Governor of Punjab in the 
form prescribed for the purpose. 


5. The Principal, National College, Sathiala, will act as Drawing and Dis- 
bursing Officer in respect of this College. 


6. Government sanction to thecontinuance of various posts for this College 
has already been conveyed vide. Punjab Government Memo No. EDI-43(32)65, 
dated the 17th November, 1965. The expenditure involved should be met out 
from the head “28-Education-A-University-B-Government Arts Colleges Non-Plan 
Expenditure" Under the scheme ‘‘Settinz up of New Government Colleges".

Recommendations made by the Committee 


Recommendation No, I, New Political Sufferers —While considering tli: aspect 
of the matter, the committee recognised that this would enhance the liability of the State 
towards the political sufferers but felt that this fact has to be faced for a solution, The 
Committee, therefore, recommends that the Minister-in-change of the work r lating to 
political suffzrers should have the authority to reason such exceptional cases on an 
ad'0c basis. 

. The nest point that came up for consideration of the Committee was whether 
those who dizd/were killed for the National cause after the achisvernent of [independence 
as is the case of (09932 wao has laid down their lives daring Goa Operations and Chinese/ 
Pak Aggression or who suffered heavily in other similar ways, should be recognised as 
political su Tzrers and the ascossary 2312353308 be extended to them. In this behalf, the 
Co nmittee was 3092-83 of the fact that such category of persons were treated separately 
Ald were/are o23iàg given cons23:i918/facilities both by the Government of India and 
p Goveramant of Punjab in mutual collaboration.

In this connection the Committee gave consideration to the fact that there is a 
distinction between violent and non-violent struggles.

Accordingly 
it was considered desirable that the later category of persons though not having under- — 
gone imprisonment for a longer period deserved special consideration. The impcrtant

STARRED QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS (2) 13 


Recommendation No. HI regarding imprisonment condition—The Committee is of 
the view that financial assistance may also be given to the political sufferer who had under- 
gone imprisonment ranging between six months and one year. 


They further recommend that in certain exceptional cases, the condition of six 
months’ imprisonment may also be relaxed at the discretion of the Minister concerned. 


9. At present, a political sufferer who has his domicile outside the Punjab is not 
entitled to the financial assistance. The Committee considered this matter from two angles, 
viz, (a) the condition of domicile on the basis of State barriers is out-dated and does 
not fit in the national frame-work and (b) in the absence of any such condition, there is 
every likelihood of duplicate claims being preferred and double benefits being derived 
by certain persons from two States. 


Recommendation No. IV regarding domicile condition. Keeping in view the above 
position the Committee recommended that the domicile condition should remain in-tact 
but Government should have power to award pension in exceptional cases not withstanding 
the domicile condition provided the person concerned is not in receipt of any assistance 
from any other State. l 


10. According to the existing policy, financial assistance is not given to those political 
sufferers whose income is more than Rs. 75 per mensem, Keeping in view :— 


(i) the decrease in money value: and 
(i) the bardship of political sufferers with large family. 


Recommendation V regarding income slab.—The Committee recommends that the 
0 slab entitling the grant of pension to political sufferers should be raised to 
Rs 150 p. m, 

Recommendation No. VI regarding limit adhoc grants.—With a view to curb any 
gratuitous element in the grant of pension on ad-hoc basis, the Committee recommended 
that in no case the grant of pension on an adhoc basis should exceed Rs. 150 p. m. but the 
pun $ which the pension already stands sanctioned above Rs. 150 p. m. need not be 

isturbed. 


12, Political Sufferers, who are now in Government employment are not entiled 
to financial assistance. When there is a general provision as stated in paragraph 10 above, 
that a person having income beyond Rs 150 p.m. would not be entitled to financial assis- 


tance, there need be no other restriction on political sufferers in Government employment.

Recommendation. VII. regarding employment condition—The Committee, there- 
fore, recommends that the existing condition with regard to Government employment, 
should be removed. 


13. The Committee finds that the existing rates of pension as mentioned in para- 
graph 8 of this report are too meagre in view of the enormous increase in the cost of 
living and that the variations in the rates of pension according to terms of imprisonment 
are not desirable. The Committee, therefore, recommends the following rates on 
the basis of rationality. 


i Recommendation VII. regarding rates of financial assistance, —(i) The minimum 
rate of finincial assistance should be Rs, 25 p.m. 


(ii) Males, above 65 years and females above 60 years age should be paid at least 
Rs. 40. p.m. 


14. Land allot nonts to political sufferers were made on lease basis for twenty years. 
The allottees have developed these lands after spending considerable funds and by 
dint of hard labour. Demand for proprietary rights inthe land, therefore, is a natural 
urge. The Commnittee considered this matter keeping in view the fact that at the time 
of making policy for the allotment of land on lease basis, the lease for life was considered 
legally untenable. The Committee, therefore, recommend that the proprietary rights
